duration. 

8. Requiring that draft regis- 
trants possessing critical occu- 
pation skills get into direct war 
work or civilian activities essen- 
tial to support it by Oct. 1, if 
they have not already done so, or 
forfeit any claims they may es- 
tablish thereafter to occupation- 
al deferment. 

4. Directing draft boards to 
be extremely careful about in- 
ducting men whose absence 
might impair war production 
and urging them to give close 
consideration to deferring these 
men, even if they are unskilled, 
until labor replacements are 
available. 

(A list of the jobs newly desig- 
nated as non-deferable to “insure 
that the first fathers to be drafted 
will be those contributing least to 
the war effort” is printed else- 
where in this edition). 

$0-Day Grace Period. 

Unless fathers-in nondeferrable 
jobs change immediately to other 
work, they are to be classified to 
1A as quickly ag their boards can 
get around to it and to be induct- 
ed as soon as the boards run out 
of nonfathers without deferment 
rights, regardless of how soon that 
occurs. 


However, by registering with the 
United States Employment Service 
for a job transfer and filing proof 
of registration with their draft 
boards, they can get a 80-day peri- 
od of grace from the proof-filing 
date before reclassification. 

Appley said the nondeferable 
designationg did not mean those 
jobs were useless but that they 
must be filled with women or non- 
draftable men because “they can't 
compete with the Army and Navy 
for man power.” 


The WMC, he said, is as eager 
to put nondeferable job holders 
into war-useful work as into the 
armed forces. It is even more 
eager to get men with critically- 
needed skills into war industry 
than into military ranks, he in- 
dicated, 

The critical occupations (listed 
elsewhere in this edition) all de- 
scribed as requiring such long 
training and experience that there 
is a crucial shortage of men who 
can fill them, were concentrated in 
such direct war production indus- 
tries as aircraft, shipbuilding, ra- 
dio and radar, and synthetic rub- 
ber manufacture. 


The cautions given draft boards 
against impairing war production 
were intended in part to brake any 
tendency to yield to pressure to 
get single and childless married 
men out of war plants hurriedly as 
a means of holding off the draft- 
ing of fathers, 

Boards which ignore the instruc- 
tions can be overruled on appeal, 
officials observed, pointing out 
that the national and state Selec- 
tive Service directors have power 
to take any case before an appeals 
board. As a further restraint, the 
boards were directed to accept 
guidance from Employment Service 
offices. 

To lighten pressure on the boards 
and to secure willing co-operation, 
it was stated officially, they are to 
be given quota credits for men oc- 
cupationally deferred just as they 
get credit for the number of their 
men in the armed forces, * 


The long-standing list of nearly 
8000 essential jobs in 36 broad fields 
of activity lost none of its special 
deferment-eligibility through the 
new orders, although it yielded top 
place to the 149 positions moved 
up to the critical list for super- 
deferment rights. 


Draft Priorities. 


The result of the program was 
to set up four sets of draft priori- 
ties based exclusively on occupa- 
tion. These, in the order of induc- 
tion they would bring about for 
men of equal dependency atatus, 
were: 

1. Jobs on the nondeferable 
list. 

2. Jobs not appearing on any 
list, such as those of lawyer, 
banker, taxi driver, baseball 
player or other professional ath- 
lete. 

3. Jobs on the essential list. 

4. Jobs on the critical list. 
There was a possibility that all 

300,000 fathers expected to be 
drafted this year and the greater 
numbers apparently destined to be 
taken next year be taken from jobs 
on the newly lengthened nondefer- 
able list and those to be added to 
it “from time to time.” 


The new listing of critical occu- 
pations did not alter the status of 
pulpwood cutting as an essential 
industry. Because of a growing 
paper board and paper shortage, 
pulpwood cutting was placed on 
WMC's list of essential industries 
in a selective service bulletin is- 
sued July 24. 

In a memorandum to local draft 
boards, Selective Service defined 
its occupational classification pol- 
icy, as follows: 

“The continuing demands by the 
military services, the general de- 
ferment of registrants regularly en- 
gaged in agriculture, and in man 
power needed for war production 


and in support of the war effort, 
make it Imperative that occupa- 
tional deferments be made with 
the greatest of care. Armed forces 
of adequate size can be selected 
and inducted without unduly im- 
pairing the effectiveness of civilian 
functions necessary to war produc- 
tion or in support of the war ef- 
fort if the man power for service 
in each of these fields is properly 
placed, To meet this problem; it 
1 necessary to arrange for the 
orderly replacement of men 
through replacement schedules or 
otherwise and tv obtain deferment 
for a sufficient number of neces- 
sary men until they can be re- 
placed. .., 

“In order to be given occupation- 
al deferment, a registrant must be 
a ‘necessary man’ in war produc- 
tion or in supoprt of the war ef- 
fort. eee 


“In determining whether a regis- 
trant is a ‘necessary man,’ the re 
placeability of the registrant is of 
paramount importance, The re 
placeability of the registrant may 
be based on various factors which 
shoul be considered carefully. 
There may be a shortage of men 
possessing the registrant’s special 
training, qualification, or skill. 
There may be such a distinct un- 
skilled labor shortage that the reg- 
istrant is irreplaceable without 
reference to any special training, 
qualification, or skill. In either 
case, there may be a shortage 
the supply of labor for replace- 
ment purposes at the place where 
the registrant is working even 
though there is no over-all short- 
age throughout the nation. ... 


All Data to Be Used. 


“In determining whether a reg- 
istrant is a ‘necessary man’ in war 
production or in support of the war 
effort, all available information 
from national, regional, state, and 
local levels will be used, No one 
source of information is available 
to the agencies of the Selective 
Service System which conclusively 
makes such determination, and all 
information presented must be 
considered and evaluated properly. 
The agencies of the Selective Serv- 
ice System are urged to use the 
facilities of the United States Em- 
in-| ployment Service for information 
with respect to the occupations of 
registrants. Loca] employment of- 
fices, on request, will provide local 
boards with information as to 
whether there exists or is likely to 
exist in the near future a national 
or local shortage of persons with 
the registrant's claimed qualifica- 
tions.” 

Local boards were instructed “to, 
consider with common sense” cases 
arising under the new orders, 


“No activity or occupation may 
be held to be the basis for denying 
deferment in Class ITI-A unless it 
has been designated as a nondefer- 
able activity or occupation by the 
War Manpower Commission,” Se- 
lective Service said. “The follow- 
ing grounds may be accepted as 
reasonable excuses /for temporary 
idleness or for being engaged in a 
nondeferable activity or occupa- 
tion designated by the War Man- 
power Commission: (A) Sickness 
of registrant or immediate family 
of registrant; (B) Physical dis 
qualification; (C) Reasonable va- 
cation.” 


Appley said the new orders. —* 
no immediate direct effect on men 
in the 38 to 45 age group. Un- 
der the Selective Service law, men 
up to 45 years of age are sub- 
ject to military duty. However, 
the armed forces, when requisition- 
ing the Selective Service organiza- 
tion for men, have stipulated for 
months that they be between the 
age of 18 and 38. Appley pointed 
out, however, that under the law 
the Army and Navy could resume 
requests for men up to 45 at any 
time, There has been no indica- 
tion that such a move is probabie. 


FATHERHOOD NO 
EXCUSE—McNUTT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
Official word that some pre-Pear! 
Harbor fathers must expect to be 
drafted almost the moment the 
long-standing bar against their in- 
duction is removed Oct. 1, was cou- 
pled tonight with this argument by 
Chairman. Paul V. McNutt of the 
War Manpow r Commission: 

“Fatherhood does not excuse any 
man from making his contribution 
to victory.” 

McNutt was replying to the con- 
tention of Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, and others that the fa- 
ther-draft is unnecessary. He con- 
tinued, in a statement: 

“The time has come when every 
worker must justify himself in 
terms of his contribution to the 
war effort. ... There is nothing 
in: the Selective Service Act which 
assumes that they (fathers) should 
be passed by at the expense of the 
war effort.” 

Lawrence Appley, executive di- 
rector of the WMC, made the first 
official admission that, unless Con- 
gress intervertes, some of the 
hitherto deferred fathers of chil- 
dren born prior to Sept. 15, 1942, 
are virtually certain to be inducted 
Oct. 1.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
acted tonight to prevent workers 
anywhere in the nation from mov- 
ing from one town to another to 
take a new job without WMC’s 
consent. 


Similar “embargo” provisions al- 
ready are included in many WMC 
regional and area job-stabilization 
programs, officials said, and now 
they must be put into all such pro- 
grams by Oct. 15 so they will have 
a nationwide effect, 

This wag ordered as part of a 
tightening up of WMC job-trans- 
fer controls in an effort to meet 
labor shortages now reported in- 
creasingly acute and admittedly 
beginning to impair war produc- 
tion in some sections, 

As to Shifts for Higher Pay. 

‘At the same time, the WMC re- 
laxed its restrictions on changing 
jobs for higher pay. The restric- 
tions were imposed under the 
President’s directive last April 17 
to hold the line against inflation. 

Under the new rule, a worker 
may take a higher paying job with 
another employer if his current 
wages are below state or Federal 
standards or below the “going 
rate” established by the War La- 
bor Board for such work in his 
community. 

The job-transfer “embargo” was 
get up, WMC Chairman Paul Y. 
McNutt said, “in order to control 
migration.” It affects workers of 
all kinds, whether they have been 
in essential or non-essentia] work. 

30-Day Residence Rule, 

Under this provision, employers 
are forbidden to hire new workers 
who have “not lived or worked in 


the locality of the new employ- 
ment throughout the preceding 30- 
day period,” unless the United 
States Employment Service, WMC 
hiring unit, gives its approval. 

The prohibition applies even 
where the workers get a release, 
termed’ a “statement of availibil- 
ity,” from their former employers. 

“Workers who wish to leave a 
community to seek employment 
elsewhere should consult with 
their local employment office be- 
fore leaving or they may find 
themselves ineligible for employ- 
ment when they arrive in the new 
locality,” McNutt said. 


The new regulations, which are 
to go into all regional and area 
programs by Oct, 15, also require 
consent of the employment service 
before an employer can hire: 

1, Anyone fer work in a “critical 


occupation.” 

2. Anyone ose “last regular 
employment was ‘in agriculture,” 
except where the new employment 


is for a period of less than six 


‘weeks. \

60-Day Period of Idleness. 


One i rtant change in regu- 
lations —“ from 380 to 60 
days the pe in which an es- 
sential worker must be idle before 
he can ge to a new employer for 
higher pay without getting a re- 
lease from the former employer or 
the employment service. 

Officials said, this change was 
made because some workers who 
could not get the required releases 
for such job-shifts simply took a 
30-day vacation or holiday and 
then moved on to the better-pay- 
ing job. Few, they reasoned, are 
likely to try this under the 60-day 
provision,

Oil Station Operators 
Await Stampede Prior 
to Cut From 4 to 3 Gal- 


lons. 


Operators of filling stations nor- 
mally open on Sunday were brac- 
ing themselves last night for the 
expected last-minute stampede of 
motorists determined to redeem as 


many gasoline ration coupons as 
possible before the 25 per cent de- 
valuation becomes effective at mid- 
night tonight. 

The rush, which got underway 
Friday when the word leaked out 
that the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration had decided to conserve 
the nation’s supplies of petroleum 
by reducing coupon values in the 
Midwest and Southwest from four 
to three gallons, quickened yes- 
terday. By evening some dealers 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, busi- 
ness had quadrupled normal vol- 
ume. Only a few, situated i n 
downtown areas, reported no in- 
creases. 

Meanwhile, the OPA in Wash- 
ington announced that all old-type 
B and C gasoline’ ration books 
would be called in for reissuance, 
and motorists would be required 
after Aug. 31 to use a new style 
of coupons. This action is intended 
to halt use of invalid coupons 
from expired books, and to nullify 
any counterfeit coupons in circu- 
lation. 

Persons having old-style B and 
C books may surrender them in 
person or by mail to local ration 
boards for exchange on or after 
Aug. 23. Expiration dates and the 
number of stamps will remain the 
same. Many drivers already have 
the new-type B and C books, local 
boards for several weeks having 
been under instructions to issue 
them to drivers obtaining renew- 
als. 

Each stamp in the new books 
reads: “Mileage ration B (or C).” 
The old eoupon reads: “Permits 
delivery of one B (or C) unit of 
gasoline at time of sale. Office 
of Price Adm.” 

William H. Bryan, OPA district 
director, announced that all motor- 
ists will have to get along “as best 
they can” on the reduced allot- 
ments until Aug. 23, at least. Only 
in cases of real and extreme 
emergency, he said, would applica- 
tions for increased allowances be 
accepted this week. 

Aimed at B, C Holders. 

His statement was aimed spe- 
cifically at holders of B or C books 
because motorists who have only 
the basic A ration will have, in 
the vast majority of cases, no ap- 
peal from the cut in their allot- 
ment. Those who hold only A 
books, he explained, will be eligible 
for extra rations only if they can 
prove that their former four- 
gallon allotment of gasoline was 
utilized entirely for essential 
driving. He added, however, that 
material changes in job status re- 
quiring additional use of an auto- 
mobile in war-essential work would 
qualify A book holders for sup- 
plemental rations. 

Bryan said the applications for 
renewal or adjustment of present 
supplemental allowances will be 
accepted after Aug. 23. Calling 
attention to the fact that many 
current B cards will not expire 
until September or October, he ap- 
pealed to such motorists to try to 
get along on reduced rations until 
the expiration of allowance per- 
mits. 

In this connection he pointed 
out that no renewals of current 
B or C cards will be granted with- 
out a rigerous check of each ap- 
plicant’s case. Supplemental ra- 
tions will be denied or reduced 
wherever it is possible to do 80 
without impeding the war effort, 
he said. 

The new regulation cuts the 
maximum allotment of gasoline 
for in-course-of-work driving 
from 720 to 480 miles a month in 
the area between the Eastern Sea- 
board and the Rocky Mountains. 

Chief Sufferers. 

Among those who drive their 
cars for ordinary business pur- 
poses, the chief sufferers will be 
B card holders who are entitled to 
the maximum allowance, From 
Monday on, unless they can qualify 
for a C book, they must do the best 
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they can on the new maximum al- 
lotment of 480 miles a month. 

The new regulations, however, 
include a revision of the amount 
of nonessential driving that may 
be done on an A card, Under the 
former plan B and C holders were 
allowed to use 90 miles of the 240 
miles allowed them each month on 
A coupons for nonessential driving. 
Now they may use up to 120 miles 
of the monthly A allotment for 
nonessential purposes. 

Sharp criticism of the ration cut 
came yesterday from*two sources 
here. Senator Bennett Champ Clark, 
head of a Senate committee inves- 
tigating gasoline and fuel oil ra- 
tioning, told a reporter he regarded 
the move as regrettable because it 
was unnecessary. The shortage of 
gasoline in this area, he asserted, 
could have been averted by an in- 
crease of 35 cents a barrel in the 
price of crude oil. Unless a price 
increase is effected, he added, the 
oil shortage may become progres- 
sively worse. 

Gustave Vahlkamp, secretary and 
general counsel of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri, assailed the OPA 
for not anticipating the shortage 
in this area and for failure to ob- 
tain a crude oil price increase to 
stimulate production. 


“Big Inch” Pipe Springs Leak 
After First Oil Reaches East. 
MARCUS HOOK, Pa. Aug. 14 
(AP).—“Big Inch” sprung a leak 
tonight and was out of operation 
for three hours, shortly after the 
first oil had reached the East 
Coast through the colossus of 
pipelines. 
The leak, described as “just a 
pinpoint,” was discovered north- 
east of Intercourse, Pa., where the 
line crosses a highway. Fearing 
that the flaw might become larger, 
pipeline officials ordered the flow 
of oil from Norris City, Ill, east- 
ward, stopped until repairs were 
completed. 
Earlier tonight, at a command 
of “fil her up!” from George R. 
Brigance, head of War Emergency 
Pipelines, Inc., a valve was turned 
at the Sinclair Refining Co. plant 
here and the first the crude oil 
from Longview, Tex., started flow- 
ing into storage tanks, ready for 
refining into gasoline, lubricants 
and fuel oil. 


Eventually all of the major oil 
companies will be receiving crude 
from “Big Inch.” The flow so far 
is only about a third of the 150,000 
barrels a day soon to be attained. 
The oil came here through a 
smaller pipeline from the eastern 
terminus of “Big Inch” proper, at 
Phoenixville, Pa. Another line 
leads from Phoenixville to Bay- 
onne, N. J., and will carry an ad- 
ditional 150,000 barrels a day to 
that point.

50 INSURANCE MEN WORKING 
4-HOUR WAR PLANT SHIFTS 


Fifty fire and casualty insurance 
agents and brokers, whose incomes

implications for the future of 
American foreign policy. Welles, 
most unprejudiced observers agree, 
has had the most realistic under- 
standing of events of the past 10 
years and their meaning for 
America’s future. 


Secretary Hull was in the early 
years entirely preoccupied with his 
trade treaty policy. It is both his 
strength and his weakness that he 
has a single track mind and it was 
extremely difficult to get his at- 
tention on other matters imping- 
ing on foreign policy with greater 
force as the world crisis deepened. 
Welles tried to make up for these 
deficiencies and thereby, in the 

tmosphere of jealousy and suspic- 
on prevailing in the department, 
drew Hull's resentment. 


Since America’s involvement in 
the war, Hull, who will be 72 in 
October, has been more and more 
preoccupied with defending his 
past policies. He has developed an 
extreme. hypersensitivity, taking 
any criticism as a personal af- 
front. This goes for American 
policy during the Spanish Civil 
war and right on down to the at- 
tack at Pearl Harbor, 


Hull has, of course, the confi- 
dence of Congress where he served 
for so Many years. He has the 
political backing of the Southern 
Democrats whom Roosevelt fears 
and this gives him a tremendous 
advantage in any conflict over 
position or power. 

Collaboration Resolution. 

It was while Hull was on vaca- 
tion last year that Welles gave his 
tacit approval to the Ball-Hatch- 
Burton-Hill resolution intended to 
put the Senate on record in favor 
of world collaboration, Returning 
a day or two later, the Secretary 
of State is said to have been in- 
dignant at what he believed to 
have been a step that should have 
been taken only with his approval. 
Hull, the Tennessee mountain 
boy who made his way to the top 
in Washington, has become a 
legend. In both '36 and ’40 he was 
a very important political asset for 
Roosevelt as he would be again 
in 1944. Wendell Willkie went so 
far in Lis '40 campaign as to in- 
dictate that he would keep Hull on 
as Secretary of State if he were 
elected. 

So long as Hull was content with 
general direction at the top, pre- 
occupied with the trade treaties, 
Welles could function on another 
level. Now that has apparently 
become impossible and the depart- 
ment will lose the direction of a 
man who sees the world from a 
clearer perspective and with a 
more mature judgment than any 
other officer.

Admit- 
ting that he then had thrown the 
body over a barbed-wire*fence into 
the cornfield, Corsilia asserted, the 
youth readily led police to the 
scene, 

He told them he had been at the 
camp a month and had been ac- 
'quainted with the girl two weeks,

to strangulation.

The President of the United 
States and the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, after con- 
sultation with the British Ad- 
miralty, the United States Navy 
Department and the Canadian 
Department of National De- 
fense for Naval Services, have 
issued the following monthly 
statement on the progress of 
the anti-U-boat war: 

“During the month of July 
very poor results were obtained 
by the U-boats from their wide- 
spread effort against the ship- 
ping of the Allies. The steady 
flow of trans-Atlantic supplies 
on the greatest scale has con- 
tinued unmolested, and such 
sinkings as have taken place in 
distant areas have had but an 
insignificant effect on the con- 
duct of the war by the Allies. 
In fact, July is probably our 
most successful month, because 
the imports have been high, 
shipping losses moderate and 
U-boat sinkings heavy. 

“Before the descent upon 
Sicily an armada of warships, 
troop .transports, supply ships 
and landing ‘craft proceeded 
through Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean waters with scarcely any 
interference from U-boats. Large 
reinforcements have also been 
landed in that island. Over 
2500 vessels were involved in 
operations and the losses are 
only about 80,000 tons. On the 
other hand, the U-boats. which 
attempted to interfere with 
these operations suffered se- 
vere losses, 


Text of Statement on U-Boats: 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP). 
HE text of the joint statement by President Roosevelt and 
T Minister Churchill on the antisubmarine war is as

“Our offensive operations 
against Axis submarines con- 
tinue to progress most favor- 
ably in all areas, and during 
May, June and July we have 
sunk at sea a total of 90 U- 
boats, which represents an av- 
erage loss of nearly one U-boat 
a day over the period.

Nucleus of a group for training 
in military government for occu- 
pied countries, numbering 125 
students, will begin study at Wash- 
ington University, Sept. 13, it was 
announced yesterday by the Army’s 
Seventh Service Command at 
Omaha, Neb. In addition to these 
students of foreign languages and 
cultures, an advanced engineering 
contingent of 150 also will start 
formal studies at the university 
the same day, the announcement 
said. 

Dr. Richard F. Jones, dean of 
the graduate school, whom Chan- 
cellor George R. Throop has 
named civilian administrator of 
the foreign government group, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that 80 
students are to be trained in the 
German language and 45 in Ital- 
ian, while both groups will take 
political, historical, sociological 
and cultural studies of both na- 
tions. 

Linguistic instruction is to be 


given by a.new intensive method, | 


Dr. Jones said, Small sections of 
10 students each will receive two- 
hour drills six times a week from 
natives of Germany and Italy, who 
have acquired the correct accent 
naturally instead of academically. 
Five hours a week of lectures by 
the senior instructor will bring the 
hours of weekly classwork in lan- 
guage to 17, he said, pointing out 
that theoretical grammar will be 
held to a minimum, and students 
will learn largely by imitation. 
Cultural studies will be so inte- 
grated, Dr. Jones explained, that

President’s Statement on 
Second Atlantic Charter 
Anniversary, Eighth of 
Social Security. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
The Atlantic Charter’s recognition 
of the right of all peoples to self- 
determination and the necessity 
for international collaboration for 


economic improvement were cited 
by President Roosevelt today as 
prime aims for a better postwar 
world. 

Roosevelt issued a formal. state- 
ment in commemoration of the 
gecond anniversary of the charter 
agreement and asserted the Allies 
are now standing on the threshold 
of “major developments in this 
war.” 

Noting that this also is the 


eighth anniversary of enactment | 


of the American social security 
law, he renewed a plea for cover- 
ing farmers and other new groups 
within its benefits and to insure 
workers against ill health. 

Want Law Broadened. 

He was joined in this plea by 
Benator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, one of the act’s framers, 
and Paul V. McNutt, Federal Se- 
eurity Administrator. Wagner 
called for early congressional ac- 
tion to broaden the law and in- 
crease its annual assessment 
against payrolls by $5,000,000,000. 
McNutt said he believed workers 
would be willing to pay perhaps 
five or six per cent of their wages 
instead of the present one per 
cent to enlarge thé benefits. 

Regarding the Atlantic Charter’s 
clause on self determination—the 
right of people to choose their form 
of government—the President re- 
called that at the time of his At- 
lantic meeting with Prime Min- 
ister Churchill two years ago there 
were those who said “this was 
impossible of achievement.” 

“And yet, today, as the forces 
of liberation march on, the right of 
self-determination is becoming 
once more a living reality.” 

“We are determined that we shall 
gain total victory over our ene- 
mies,” he said. “And we recognize 
the fact that our enemies are not 
only Germany, Italy and Japan; 
they are all the forces of oppres- 
sion, intolerance, insecurity and in- 
justice which have impeded the 
forward march of civilization.” 

Pay as They Earn. 

Wagner asserted that the bulk 
of the Nation’s workers ought to 
be placed as soon as possible in a 
position where they “could pay 
as they earn now for postwar se- 
curity.” 

He said this could be done by 
enactment of a bill he and Sen- 
ator Murray (Dem.) Montana, 
have sponsored which would 
spread social security benefits 
on a wider scale and increase the 
payroll tax to 6 per cent each on 
employer and employe. 

“The present law, with its lim- 
{ted coverage and scope, is inade- 
quate to meet the major demands 
that will be made upon it when 
hostilities cease,” Wagner said. 

“When pur military victory is 
won overseas and we are secure 
from external attack, the Nation’s 
first objective will be the fullest 
possible employment in private in- 
dustry of returning servicemen, 
war workers and others jn the ci- 
villian working force,” he _ said. 
“An extended and improved social 
insurance system is an important 
aspect of that goal of postwar 
readjustment.” 


HOUSEWIVES HERE

A campaign, in which every house- 
wife in St. Louis will be asked to 
sign a pledge to help keep prices 
down, was announecd yesterday by 
William H. Bryan, district director 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. 

The pledge is: “I will pay no 
more than top legal prices, and I 
will buy no goods without giving 
up ration stamps.” Bryan said 
that one month after similar 
pledges were signed by 250,000 
housewives in New Orleans, food 
prices in that city were reduced 5 
per cent. 

The campaign here is sponsored 
by the OCD and by the Boy Scouts 
of America, who will call at every 
home in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, leaving a home front 
pledge form and a home front 
pledge emblem. 

The pledge should be signed and 
returned to one of the local ration 
boards and the emblem should be 
displayed at the home. Arrange- 
ments are being made for a series 
of talks before civic, church and 
other groups, explaining the 
pledge and reasons for it.

Manila‘ was declared an open 
city by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
on Dec. 26, 1941, but that did not 
save the capital of the Philippines 
from severe bombings even after 
all military forces and installations 
had: been removed to Bataan.

EVERYTHING OF MILITARY

NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (AP).

to Make Budapest Open 
City, Says Red Radio. 


|) NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (AP)—A 
special committee In charge of air 
raid precautions in Budapest has 
asked the government to declare 
the Hungarian capital an open 
city but the government is re- 
luctant to do so because it fears 
the reaction in Berlin “would be 
most unpleasant,” the Moscow 
radio reported tonight. 

Its Hungarian langauge broad- 
cast was beamed to Hungary and 
reported by the Federal Communk 
cations Commission. 

A London broadcast, recorded 
by CBS, quoted the Hungarian 
news agency as reporting that the 
“Bulgarian government has made 
arrangements to leave Sofia since 
Allied air raids are feared.” 
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ITALIAN GEN. UMBERTO NOBILE 
TAUGHT AT LOCKPORT SCHOOL 


Gen. Umberto Nobile, noted 
Italian Arctic explorer and aviation 
expert, whose return to Rome from 
Barcelona last week was noted in 
press dispatches, was an instructor 
for about 18 months in 1939 and 
1940 at the Lewis Holy Name 
School of Aeronautics at Lockport, 
Ill., it was recalled here yesterday. 

An official of the school said 
Gen. Nobile left the faculty to de- 
vote his time to writing of his ex- 
plorations, but so far as is known 
these were not published. He un- 
derstood, he said, that:Gen. Nobile 
was deported as an enemy alien 
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following the outbreak of war with 


Italy. 

Gen. Nobile lost favor with Mus- 
solini after the crash of the 
dirigible Italia, which he com- 
manded, in the Arctic in 1928, Al- 
though he talked little of politics 
at Lockport, he did express anti- 
Fascist sentiments, it was recalled, 
and hoped that some day things 
would “right themselves” in Italy. 
He was quoted on leaving for 
Rome last week as being glad to 
“go back to an Italy where Fascism 
no longer reigns.”

I iost no time 
in breaking one open and gulping 
it down.

“I stayed at the plantation house 
five days. Each day I ate two eggs, 
one in the morning and the othér 
at night.

Still Lead by 13% Games, 

As the Pirates and Reds won 
doubleheaders, the Cardinals lost 
a full game of their first-place 
margin, but still had a lead of 
13% games over their deadlocked 
nearest rivals. 

An accident to Harry Walker in 
the first inning of the nightcap 
threw a scare into the Champions, 
who feared his services might be 
lost for an indefinite period, but it 
turned out to be not so serious. 
Harry bunted safely with one out 
in the opening frame, running his 
hitting streak to 24 consecutive 
games, the longest in the National 
League this year. Stan Musial then 
grounded to Dick Bartell, who 
stepped on second and threw to 
Sid Gordon for a double play. As 
Walker slid into second one of 
Bartell’s spikes struck Walker's 
head just above the right ear, 
causing a wound two inches long 
on the scalp. 

The wound bled and teammates, 
fearing a head injury, cautioned 
Walker to stay on the ground, He 
was carried to the clubhouse on a 
stretcher and Dr. Francis J. 
Sweeney, the Giants’ surgeon, 
closed the wound with two stitch- 
es. The doctor said the injury was 
not serious and that Walker could 
go to his hotel and might even be 
able to play tomorrow.

Stan Musial shifted to center 
field, with Frank Demaree going 
to right during the rest of the 
afternoon. 

Early Lead for Munger. 

In the first game the Cardinals 
gave Munger an early lead, scor- 
ing two runs in the first inning 
on Klein’s double, a pass to Musial 
and O’Dea’s triple to left and ad- 
ding two in the second as they 
knocked John Wittig out of the 
box.

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Status of Men in Sports Unchanged Under New Draft Law Rulings: 


‘Breather’ 
For Pro 
Athletes 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP).— 
Despite recurrent rumors and 
gloomy predictions in sporting 
circles, baseball and all other 
sports except racing escaped un- 
scathed in the new draft-rule 
changes tonight. 

Generally, ital athletes 


got a break that should at least 
keep them operating as usual a 
little longer (provided they have 
children born before Sept. 15, 
1942) than seemed likely before. 

The big news for baseball play- 
ers and most other professional 
athletes was that the list of non- 
deferable activities and occupa- 
tions was extended without touch- 
ing them. If a man’s job lands 
on this list, he must switch to 
more “war-useful” work or risk 
speedy induction, even if he has 
children. 

All jobs connected with “race 
tracks and courses” were declared 
non-deferable, but no definition 
was sent out to draft boards to 
show whether that included jockeys 
and trainers, who aren’t tied to 
track operations—if that’s what 
the draft officials had in mind. 

Officials who prepared the list 
said some definition might be 
forthcoming next week, but they 
declined to give even a hint to- 
ward clarifying the situation for 
the moment. 

The list will shove all fathers 
failing to shift out of non-defer- 
able jobs promptly down:in front 
for the draft boards, which won't 
need to take any fathers out of 
baseball, football and other sports 
as long as they can find enough 
non-deferables to fill up their 
quotas. 

To show how most sports breezed 
by the second edition of the non- 
deferable list with none of the 
trouble that had been forecast so 
often, it turned out that all jobs 
involved in the manufacture of 
“amusement machines and equip- 
ment” were listed but a specific 
exemption was made for “athletic 
and sport equipment.” 

No reason was given for the 
break sporte got.

For Wildlife Projects. 

ECRETARY ICKES last week 

announced the apportionment of 

$910,000 to the various states 
for projects to improve game con- 
ditions under the terms of the 
Pittman-Robertson Act. 

In order to obtain the Federal 
grants the states must put up 25 
per cent in additional funds. Thus 
the total amount which will be 
made available for Federal-aid 
wildlife work this fiscal year will 
be $1,223,333. 

The funds used by the Federal 
Government for this program come 
from the 10 per cent excise tax on 
ammunition and sporting armas. 
The income from this tax is ear- 
marked for wildlife restoration 
work but it can be expended only 
on the authorization of Congress.

Anopheles quadrimaculatus, al- 
though overshadowed by the more 
publicized Hitler, Hirohito and 
Benito, has for some time been 
an established object of the na- 
tion’s war effort.

COUNT CARLO SFORZA 


F only for his writing, Count Carlo Sforza would today be a distinguished 
figure, but he has also been one of Europe's leading statesmen who stepped 
off the international stage into exile because he would not compromise with 


I 


Fascism. 

He became Foreign Minister of Staly 
in the Giolitti Cabinet in June, 1920. 
Against overwhelming odds he sought 
to bring Italy to a reasonable peace 
with her Balkan neighbors, a peace 
that would mean concessions on both 
sides but promised an end of the inces- 
sant rivalries that had precipitated 
World War I. Of the Treaty of Rapal- 
lo that laid the lines of a sound policy 
in the Adriatic, James Shotwell, the 
distinguished American political sci- 
entist, had this to say: 

“Sforza saw clearly that the supreme 
need of Italy in Balkan politics was a 
consistent and generous attitude to- 
ward any movement of pacification, 
even if it envisaged the creation of a 
single Balkan state; he saw that order 
and prosperity in the Near East were 
‘more to Italy’s advantage than anar- 
chy, and that the best way to diminish 
the exuberance of Serbian nationalism 
was to increase‘the wealth of the peo- 
ple and add to the responsibilities of 
the Government of Belgrade.”’ 

Against the shrill outcries of the 
Fascists, however, Sforza’s policy of in- 
telligent co-operation had little oppor- 
tunity. Mussolini's Black Shirts were 
out to exploit Italy’s inferiority com- 
plex. They demanded territory, col- 
onies, an empire—all the phony trap- 
pings of a “big power” which have 
now brought Italy to ruin. 

After the March on Rome in 1922 
Sforza kept his seat in Parliament and 
continued his opposition to Mussolini 
long after this had become a physical 
risk. He was one of the few members 
of the Italian Senate who denounced 
the Fascists for the murder of the 
wealthy Socialist deputy Giacomo Mat- 
teoti. In reprisal the Fascists burned 
his country house which contained a 
valuable library. 

When opposition was no longer pos- 
sible, Sforza went into exile. In Paris 
he continued to meet many of the Eu- 
ropean statesmen with whom he had 
once negotiated. Repeatedly he 
warned them of the tragic drift toward 
totalitarian domination in Europe. In 
France he saw a nation so divided by 
bitter factionalism that defeat by Hit- 
ler was preferable, 

In July, 1940, following the col- 
lapse of France, Count Sforza barely 
escaped with his life. He and his wife 
chartered a small Dutch ship in which 
they reached England. Less fortunate 
anti-Fascists in France were turned 
over to the Black Shirts by Vichy for 


Count Sforza does not attempt to prophesy — 


when Badoglio’s fall will come; nor will he 
presume to guess how many others will 
make the same “vain attempt.” 

If, immediately upon Mussolini’s fall, the 
Allies had been prepared to take a dramatic 
risk, then, in Sforza’s opinion, Italy might 
have thrown out the Germans and joined in 
the war against the Nazis. What the Allies 
should have done, in his opinion, was attack 
eontinental Italy, even if it had been only 


a token attack of, say, 10,000 men, This 
should have been coupled with an appeal to 
the Italians to join against their oppressors. 

He concedes that this would have meant 
great risks, but he believes it would have 
set the Italians against the Germans in the 
North. “The Germans would have been cut 
to pieces.” The psychological _ moment 
passed and-now, in Sforza’s opinion, the Ger-

Count Sforza inherited the title 
when his elder brother died in a Fas- 
cist jail.

The Count’s arrest 
followed and he died of mistreatment. 
Fortunately the present Count Sforza:

daughter out of Italy with him. 

While he has not played an active 
part in international politics. since 
1922, he has nevertheless worked un- 
ceasingly for a democratic world or- 
der in which nations would live in col- 
laboration and mutual respect. A des- 
cendant of one of Italy’s oldest and 
most aristocratic families, with a bril- 
liant history during the great days of 
the Renaissance, Sforza has never hes- 
itated to speak out against Fascism. 
Often he has rebuked rich Americans 
who have come from a brief tourist 
jaunt in Italy with pr for the Fas- 
cists because the traits ran on time 
and the Pontine Marshes were drained, 

“You do not know the graft, the cor- 
ruption and the brutality behind these 
so-called achievements,” he has replied 
to these naive visitors who were care- 
fully shepherded by Fascist guides so 
they saw only the “right” things. 
“You and the others who talk like you 
are guilty of treason, involuntary of 
course, against your country, for you 
are helping to form a fifth column by 
undermining the ideas which are the 
only bases for loyalty to America.”’ 

In 1941 Count Sforza went to West- 
minster College at Fulton, Mo., to de- 
liver the Green Foundation Lectures 
that year. He took as his subject 
“The Totalitarian War and After.” 
Subsequently the lectures were pub- 
lished by the University of Chicago 
press under the same title. The book 
is a reaffirmation of his belief in dem- 
ocracy and its ultimate triumph, con- 
cluding: 

“Liberty may err, liberty may some- 
times mislead, but—as Jefferson and 
Lincoln knew—liberty remains the best 
light and hope for a better world.” 

Other books by Count Sforza are 
“Europe and Europeans,” published in 
1936, “European Dictators,” 1940 and 
“The Real Italians, A Study in Euro- 
pean Psychology,” 1942.

If such negotiations are held the way 
would be open for Lewis to resolve in ad- 
vance the embarrassing jurisdictional prob- 
lem created by his demand for admission 
of District 50, the “catch-all” division of 
the UMW, a stumbling block in the council’s 
considerations. The split between Lewis and 
the rival Progressives, centered in Illinois, 
might also be a subject of adjustment. 

The council in action represents a little 
group of men around a long baize table in 
a smoke-wreathed room which controls the 
union destinies of 6,500,000 members of the 
AFL and formulates policies which may 
affect the lives of millions of others. 


Voice of Mighty Section 
Of VU. S. Organized Labor. 


In a very practical way, they are the 
voice of labor, or at least of a mighty sec- 
tion of organized labor. It sounds in legis- 
lative halls, at far-flung conferences, in the 
public offices of public officials and the pri- 
vate offices of political bosses. 

These policy-makers meet like directors 
of a corporation. Their control is so com- 
plete that the annual conventions usually 
are little more than sounding boards for the 
decisions reached in the privacy of the coun- 
cil room. 

Many of the council have been re-elected 
year after year, heads of unions ‘who control 
huge blocks of votes, men versed in the com- 
plicated internal scheme of labor policies, 
quick to make alliances, occasionally to en- 
gage in jurisdictional feuds, and frequently 
to dissolve them through’ conciliation. ; 

Before each member is a memorandum 
pad, pencil, copy of the AFL Consti- 
tution and a bulky volume of proceedings of 
the previous annual convention. Ash trays 
are placed at convenient intervals. Soon the 
odor of clear Havanas permeates the high 
ceilinged chamber and filters through tall 
windows open to the lake. 

In such surroundings, in the Drake Ho- 
tel, the elder statesman of the AFL dic- 
tate its policies. Well groomed, some in 
sports attire, they are far removed from the 
hurly-burly of the front, although most have 
come up the hard way. The tumult of a 
strike, for instance, is a whisper in that 
room; what may be said of the expose of 
the occasional racketeer is seldom repeated 
outside, 


Influential Politically, 
Most of Them Democrats. 


Politically, too, the councilmen are influ- 
ential, almost all of them .professing Demo- 
crats; but it became increasingly manifest, 
as the discussions on the readmission of 
John L. Lewis proceeded, that party political 
considerations bow before the question of 
expediency in the labor movement. Labor 
politics, it is evident, comes first. Elected 
public officers have come and gone during 
the 52-year-old life of the AFL. Others 
will take office but the union heads plan 
first for its own strengthening. 

In presidential election years only, the 
convention is held in November, after the 
election, so that no political campaigners 
may enter the convention and turn it into a 
political battleground, Invited speakers, high 
public officials and others, customarily ad- 
dress the convention during the first week 
of its two-week session while its committees 
are preparing measures proposed by the 
council which ordinarily go through in rapid- 
fire perfunctory fashion. Discussion from 
the floor is avoided as much as possible. The 
real business of the labor convention—like 
a. major political meeting—is worked out 
in conference rooms. 

At the head of the Council table sits Wil- 
liam Green, 69-year-old president of the 
AFL, now serving his eighteenth consecutive 
term. Mild mannered, soft spoken, he is the 
chosen spokesman. He knows what to say 
as well as what not to disclose. Politically, 
he is a Democrat. Once, years ago, he was 
secretary-treasurer of the United Mine Work- 
ers. Now he and Lewis are avowed enemies. 

Next in order of seniority on the council

Hutcheson’s opposite number, politically 
speaking, is wiry Daniel J. Tobin, head of 
the potent Teamsters’ Union with its 6000 
convention votes. Tobin, a Boston Irishman, 
has been chairman of the Labor Committee 
of the Democratic National Committee for 
the last three campaigns. Close to President 
Roosevelt, he was one of the White House 
“Secret Six” and was the personal represent- 
ative of the President in making a survey 
of labor conditions in Great Britain. 

Tobin was one of a subcommittee of three 
which reported to the council on its confer- 
ence with Lewis on his bid for reinstatement, 
in which the mine union leader posed the 
proposition to “‘take us as we are and we will 
take you as you are and iron out any dif-_ 
ference later,” thus giving rise to the ques- 
tion of jurisdictional conflicts between parts 
of Lewis’ District 560 and established AFL 
unions. 


Tobin Called on Roosevelt, 
Hutcheson Off Subcommittee. 


Tobin, who at 70 looks much younger, as 
does Hutcheson, who is the same age, con- 
ferred with President Roosevelt shortly 
before the subcommittee was chosen. Hutche- 
son, who had been slated for membership, 
was left off. 

The official publication of Tobin’s union 
recently carried a tentative editorial which 
was not unsympathetic to the possibility of 
reunion. Between them, Tobin and Hutche- 
son control the most powerful unions in the 
AFL, each with a membership of around 
600,000. 

Matthew Woll, another subcommittee 
member, vice-president of the Photo-En- 
gravers’ Union, is a staunch Republican. 
Keen, dapper, invariably wearing a wing 
collar and bow tie, a veteran labor leader, 
he has many activities, He is president of 
the Union Labor Life Insurance Co., heads 
Labor’s League for Human Rights, directs 
relief to the United Nations for the AFL. 

George M. Harrison, president of the Rail- 
way Clerks; the third member of the com- 
mittee, is an ardent New Dealer. He is a 
former president of the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutives’ Association, which spoke for all 
railway labor organizations. It is not gen- 
erally understood that the four independent 
brotherhoods represent about 400,000 oper- 
ating employes, while the AFL non-operag- 
ing groups embrace about one million. ~~ 


George Meany and Rest 
All Listed as Democrats. 


George Meany, secretary-treasurer of the 
AFL, is a Democrat, a former president of 
the New York State Federation of Labor. 
He came to his office in 1939 from the 
Plumbers’ Union. 

Joseph N. Weber, president emeritus of 
the American Federation of Musicians, is a 
New Deal Democrat. He has been on the 
council for many years. 

G. M. Bugniazet, a Democrat, is secre- 
tary-treasurer of the International Brother~- 
hood of Electrical Workers, directs a union 
insurance system for its members, has been 
on the council for eight years. 

William C. Birthright, of the Bartenders’ 
Union, a Democrat, is serving his third term 
on the council. All members of the council 
serve without pay. Green, as president of 
the AFL, receives $20,000 annually, plus 
expenses, and Meany, the secretary-treas- 
urer, gets $18,000. 

Felix H. Knight, of the Railway Carmen, 
composed of men who make cars, is a Kan- 
sas City (Mo.) Democrat. 

William C. Doherty, a Democrat, head of 
the Letter Carriers, was appointed to the 
council last February to fill a vacancy. He 
is its newest member,

Mrs. Ella 
La Mance met her death in a mysterious 
manner in Linn County, and her hus- 
band, Dr. William F. La Mance, was 
charged with and found guilty of her 
murder. 

Upon his appeal to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, State vs. La Mance (1941), 
348 Mo. 484, 491, the astute Court made 
these observations: 

The record in this case contains 
2300 pages. We have read the evi- 
dence carefully. . . . Reading this 
evidence and the briefs has left our 
minds, at least the writer’s mind, in 
a state of confusion and with a de- 
sire to reach beyond the grave and 
inquire of Mrs. La Mance what really 
occurred.

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CAN WE WORK WITH RUSSIA? 

By the news that Russia is not to be a party to 
the coming conversations between Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevelt, many Americans 
must be honestly puzzled and disappointed. It is 
felt in many quarters that a costly mistake is being 
made. It will perhaps, be so easy to recognize 
that the mistake is in very large measure the conse- 
quence of the attitude of many Americans and Brit- 
ishers toward Russia. 

It has now become highly questionable whether 
Russia would be willing to become our full-fledged 
ally in fact as well as in form, without any fingers 
crossed, And unless deep-seated opinions and emo- 
tions can be changed, popular opinion in the United 
States probably will not support complete Russo- 
American collaboration. 

Yet the stability of the postwar world is going to 
depend on the ability of the United Nations to form 
a bloc which will be powerful enough to keep the 
peace of Europe. Before the Second World War, 
Great Britain and France performed this feat of 
fancy balancing of power. There can be little doubt 
that France, after this war, will be totally inade- 
quate to the task. With a maximum of outside aid, 
it will bé*all France can do to take care of herself, 
for a long time—perhaps for so long that she can- 


mot be depended upon to maintain peace on the Con- 


tinent for as far ahead as we can now see, There 
is only one other power in the European orbit big 
enough to do it, and that is Russia. 

The power of the United States, which has been 
required to give final international authority to the 
Franco-British balance of power, would be even more 
urgently required for a Russo-BritisH balance—for 
there will be more than ever to be done in a world 
crying for reconstruction, and the nations in author- 
ity will have less energy than ever for the work. If 
the United States gives itself only half-heartedly to 
the responsibility, the stability of the peace will be, 
at best, uneasy. Our wholehearted collaboration will 
be required to make it secure. Ours may, in a sense, 
be the deciding vote for another world war or for 
peace; if so, we will cast it when we decide whether 
or not to accept full responsibility in the world at 
large as equal partners with Britain and Russia. 

Can the people of the United States accept Russia 
as a partner? Can they convince themselves it is 
necessary and desirable? The feeling against it is 
strong. Strong as it is on the home front, it is 
perhaps stronger in the armed services. “We 
shall have to fight Russia next” is reported a fre- 
quent expression among our troops in Exgland. An 
air crew student at Springfield writes that the con- 
viction that “a Russian-U. 8S. war is inevitable” is 
“only too prevalent in the Army Air Corps.” 

On the other side, can the people of Russia accept 
the United States and Great Britain as partners? 
Again, the feeling against it is strong. Democracy 
and Bolshevism have never worked together, have 
never made an honest effort to work together, and 
yet the fact confronts them today, as plain "as the 
side of a barn, that the only way they seem likely 
to work well enough in the years ahead is together. 

Can we Americans, can the British, can the Rus- 
sians correct long-held and deeply-felt prejudices as 
they must do to meet the practical issues.of a world 
in which the destinies of their three nations have 
become a single destiny? 
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ITALY’S HOUR OF DECISION. 

‘As the German Army in Sicily dunkirks across 
Messina Strait and the people of Rome beseech the 
Pope for peace a’ he visited the bombed areas, it is 
announced that Rome will become an open city. 
Two terrific bombings—one on July 19 and the other 
last Friday—were sufficient to make up the mind 
of Badoglio and the little King. As an open city, 
railroads through Rome could not be used for mili- 
tary purposes, all troops would have to be with- 
drawn, no war materials could be produced and an 
Allied ecommission would be admitted to see that 
these terms were maintained. 

Meantime, Badoglio has been warned that he must 
soon decide which way Italy is to go. Friday’s bomb- 
ing of Rome and the British bombing Thursday night 
of Milan and other Italian cities served notice that 
Italy’s period of contemplation has come to a close. 
Either Italy breaks with Germany or the cities of 
Italy face ruin, while, with the collapse of Sicily, 
an Allied land invasion is imminent. Badoglio’s 
choice is difficult because if he breaks with Ger- 
many, he faces Nari reprisals, and if he doesn't he 
challenges the mounting power of Britain and the 
United States. 

It is a choice, however, of Italy’s own making 
when it, jackal-like, went to war to lick the carcass 
of a defeated France. Badoglio’s sand is fast run- 
ning out. 
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TOO LITTLE LIGHT ON THE GLIDER CRASH. 

Though the cause for the tragic glider accident 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field has ‘been established, 
it is far from clear just what is to be done to pre- 
vent any such disaster from occurring again. The 
only conclusion that can be drawn to date is that no 
single, simple correction needs to be made. Plenty 
of things are wrong. 

The original mistake was made by one of three 
subcontractors supplying strut fittings to the Robert- 
son. Aircraft Corporation, when a part was tooled 
too thin. Charles C. Latty, one of the two AAF 
civilian inspectors at the Robertson plant who have 
been suspended, said the subcontractor probably 
made the mistake by tooling. the part free-hand in- 
stead of using a device known as a jig which would 
have stopped the machining automatically when the 
fitting had been thinned down enough but not too 
much. He said it is not known which subcontractor 
made the defective fitting that cost‘10 lives. 

Does this mean that none of the three subcon- 
tractors utilize jigs in making these vital parts, 
though it would seem elementary for all manufac- 
turers to use every device that can add one iota to 
the safety of our flyers? If there is only one sub- 
contractor who is making the fittings without using 
a jig, it seems the problem of finding out who made 
the part in question would not be too hard to solve. 

What plant made the defective fitting? If the 

fitting has not been traced, why not? If it has been 
traced, why is the public not told about it? Is a 
jig necessary, and, if so, has the installation of one 
been required? Or is work continuing to be turned 
out by slapdash methods that have already proved 
too costly for any use? ; 
, Equally pertinent questions about inspection still 
wait for answers, Were the two discharged inspec- 
tors right—as they seem to have been—in saying 
they were overloaded? Just what is being done to 
make inspection more adequate, except to place re- 
sponsibility on subcontractors as well as on the 
primary manufacturer? 

Not nearly enough light has been thrown upon 
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the glider disaster. The public has a right to know 
the pertinent facts, for it has an obligation to de- | 
mand correction of the mistakes and to keep on 
demanding it until every reasonable measure has 
been taken to make glider construction safe. ‘ 
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A MISSOURI RIVER PLAN. 


A water-control plan for the Missourf River, in 
preparation by the United States Engineers at 
Omaha, promises to be more nearly complete than 
any other plan so far devised. Col. Lewis A. Pick, 
the engineer in charge of the Missouri River Divi- 
sion, says it will embrace flood control on a modern 
system-wide basis: irrigation, production of at least 
enough electric power to operate the irrigation sys- 
tem, wildlife development and recreation. _ 

The plan envisions multi-purpose dams in the 
upper reaches of the system; and, farther down, 
single-purpose flood-control dams, without per- 
manently-impounded reservoirs, but with detention 
basins that would be impounded during floods and 
left free for normal uses at other times. Down- 
stream from Sioux City the dependency would be 
entirely upon local levees. 

The plan, according to Col. Pick, will involve the 
construction of a dozen or more dams, the impound- 
ing of more than 50 million acre-feet of water (an 
acre-foot being the amount of water required to 
cover one acre of land to the depth of one foot), and 
the construction of miles of irrigation ditches, 
numerous power plants and additional channel- 
stabilization works. —* 

The cost, says the division engineer, will run into 
“several hundred millions of dollars,” but will be 
reasonable “when compared with the cost of another 
drouth and, flood damages.” 

Col. Pick’s plans would embrace at least as many 
dams ag have been proposed by the Army engineers 
in existing plans, and- possibly more. The en- 
gineers’ proposed projects now consist of 10 dams 
in Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska, of which only 
one has reached the construction stage—Kanopolis, 
on the Smoky Hill River near Salina, Kan. The 
projected dams are: In Missouri, Chillicothe and 
South Grand, on the Grand River; Arlington and 
Richland, on the Gasconade River; Osceola, on the 
Osage River, and Pomme de Terre, on the river of 
the same name. In Kansas, Kanopolis, Milford, on 
the Republican River, and Tuttle Creek, on the Big 
Blue River. In Nebraska, Harlan County, on the 
Republican River. 

These dams and others would operate in conjunc- 
tion with Fort Peck Dam, on the upper Missouri 1863 
river miles from the mouth, and Dam No, 1 on the 
Osage River, an Army Engineers’ navigation project 
extending the channel 68 miles to the Union Electric 
Co.’s Bagnell Dam. 

The plan, which Col, Pick hopes to have ready for 
transmission to Congress in the fall, comes nearer 
completeness than any other plan so far offered for 
the Missouri River system. It is still far from com- 
plete. It provides for power production (which 
should be the self-liquidating core of the proposi- 
tion) only in what appears to be an apologetic and

inadequate way, and makes no provision for the use 
of agriculture and forestry in flood control or for 
the integration of Bagnell Dam into the flood-control 
operation. : 

If there are people enough who are ned 
enough that a plan for the Missouri must utilize 
this great natural asset to the fullest, now is the 
time for them to start making their determination 
felt. 
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DANGEROUS WHITEWASH. 


Nothing has been done in Detroit to remove the 
underlying causes of that city’s recent alarming race 
riot. Instead, a Post-Dispatch reporter finds, the 
professional inciters of racial prejudice go on spread- 
ing their dangerous doctrines. ' 

The report of Gov. Kelly’s investigating committee 
is described in substantial Detroit circles as nothing 
more than whitewash. It certainly evades the issue. 
It attributes the outbreak to hoodlums, both white 
and black. And it so signally fails to get at the root 
of the problem that both white and black hoodfums 
develop and harbor new resentments. 

The result in Detroit has been to intensify racial 
conflict, right at a time when everything should be 
done to eliminate it. An industrial boom in Detroit, 
bringing in hundreds of thousands of new residents, 
has multiplied the sociological pressures which al- 
ready existed. Obviously, what is needed in Detroit 
and in many another city, more than anything else, 
is to relieve those pressures, and the best way to do 
that is to improve the living conditions in these 
densely populated urban communities. 

Meanwhile, the Gov. Kelly committee having failed, 
we again urge that, in the interest of public welfare 
and safety in many cities, a congressional investiga- 
tion is in order. This appears to be the only way 
fully to inform the people about the sores which are 
eating dangerously into the social structures of our 
metropolitan areas. 
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MR. PETRILLO MAKES A RECORD. ° 


The Philharmonic-Symphonic Society of New York 
has made an appeal to the American Federation of 
Musicians which James C, Petrillo, its president, will 
heed if he is smart. Mr. Petrillo has asked for the 
loan of the New York Philharmonic Orchestra for a 
series of free concerts he is planning for small 
cities. Marshall Field, president of the Philharmonic- 
Symphonic Society, has responded by asking Mr, 
Petrillo to loosen the stranglehold with. which he 
has choked off the society’s revenue from phonograph 
recordings. : 

Mr. Field says the society “desires, in fact requires, 
the royalties from its recordings in order to insure 
the continuance of the orchestra which you are pro- 
posing to borrow. The other great symphonic orches-. 
tras of this country are similarly situated. Their 
very existence is threatened by the loss of recording 
symphonies.” He adds that the Army and Navy 
consider “that the continuance of recordings is neces- 
sary for the maintenance of military and civilian 
morale.” 

Mr. Petrillo has been getting by with murder. For 
a year—since August of 1942—he has forbidden 
union musicians to make recordings. His purpose 
is to stop the broadcasting of records and compel 
radio stations to employ orchestras if they want 
music. Mr. Petrillo is the unprepossessing reason 
why there are no new phonograph records to 
speak of. 

Mr. Petrillo, however, has himself been making 
quite a record—for arrogance, for monopoly, for 
restraint of trade, for interference with interstate 
commerce, and for a general air of “the public-be- 
damned,” including the men in the armed services, 
too. Isn't it about time Uncle Sam broke this little 
record and melted it down for junk?

Modern acience, by accumulation of 
achievements, has undergone an astonish- 
ing transformation of character. 


A man like Silliman of Yale, one of the 
best American scientists more than a hun- 
dred years ago, taught and did research in 
chemistry, mineralogy and geology; he was 
an expert collector and popularizer, and 
helped through his American Journal of 
Science to organize the whole field of nat- 
ural science, from meteorology to mathe- 
matics. Most of his achievements were due 
to individua] effort, and he had to educate 
his co-workers himself. He stands out in 
this period as a pioneer scientist, just as 
his contemporaries, Morse and Goodyear, 
are pioneer inventors, 

At present we have research laboratories 
in industry and in colleges, with thousands 
of specialists working in teams, each an 
authority in an infinitesimal field. Both 
men and subject matter have changed. 


Science Is Universal. 


A century and more ago, the fields of 
science and invention were separated. There 
was little or no relation between Fulton’s 
work on the steamboat, Bowditch’s on as- 
tronomy, Whitney’s on mass-production 
methods, Silliman’s on minerals and Good- 
year’s on rubber. Now, despite the fact 
that each scientist himself is usually an 
extreme and not infrequently a narrow spe- 
cialist, there is no such thing ag a separat- 
ed branch of knowledge and invention. 


The field of science is more than the sum 
total of the knowledge of the individual 
scientists. Central ideas connect all 
branches of scientific endeavor. Thermo- 
dynamics, electromagnetics, quantum the- 
ory, statistics and biochemistry have in- 
vaded fields as remote as bacteriology and 
airplane production. Mass-production meth- 
ods and abstract research stimulate each 
other. 


In breaking down boundaries between 
special fields, science has broken down in- 
ternational boundaries as well. There are 
no men whose thinking is more interna- 
tional than scientists, when dealing with 
their own science, The construction of ar- 
tificial national] boundaries in science, a 
project on which the Fascists have been en- 
gaged, is as detrimental as the construction 


of barriers between, let us say, fthermody- 


namics and biology. It will lead us to 
sterility if allowed to continue. There is 
no specific “Jewish” or “German” science. 


Results Available to All. 


The internationality of science, at the 
present stage of knowledge and invention, 
means that its results can be made avail- 
able to all nations and all classes of society, 
These results are enormous. Used for de 


structive purposes, they spell doom over 


the world. Used for constructive ends, they 
mean the banishment of the specters of 
want and fear, 

This means that President Roosevelt, in 
framing his slogans of freedom from want 


and freedom from fear, was simply ex- 


pressing two possibilities entirely within 
the scope of modern science. The realiza- 
tion of these freedoms is now a question 


merely of social organization, and has noth- 


ing Utopian about it any more. 
We can even include the two other free- 


doms, those of worship and speech, because 


sense of humor. 


both require for their realization a certain 
technological development. Plato’s Utopia 
could not embrace them, because it was 
based on the primitive craftsmanship of 
artisans and the lack of craftsmanship of 
chattel slavery. 


These facts tend to show that there is a 
relation between modern science and ethics. 
Howard Selsam,in his new book, “Socialism 
and Ethics,” has explained it better than 
any other author familiar to me. When we 
understand ethics as the dictates of social] 
behavior rather, than of individual conduct 
—anh idea prominent in the teachings of 
Channing, who also showed that individual 
conduct can be purified only by such a 
conception—then we understand that men’s 
moral behavior depends on the form of so- 
ciety in which they live. 


A Force for Social Betterment. 


We cannot be good men in a society 
which functions poorly; the guilt of each 
individual is our common guilt. Both the 
minor crimes, which we associate with 
prisons and brothels, and the major crimes, 
which we associate with conspiracies like 
the Munich pact and Japan’s invasion of 
China, are socially conditioned: the former 
by slums and unemployment, the latter by 
monopolized corporation power. 

Modern science has made both unemploy- 
ment and Hitler possible. Modern science, 
if made to function in an organized and 
planned form of society, can make these 
monstrosities an impossibility forever. 

Scientific methods have rarely been used 
in the teachings of ethics. By eliminating 
social inequalities, we can use the tools of 
modern science to eliminate the roots of 
many evils, the roots of want and fear. We 
shall be able to plan not only better things, 
but better men. 

Modern science can determine exactly 
what all citizens need for a reasonable 
standard of health and decency, and, if 
‘given a chance, can easily provide for it. 
True, it cannot eliminate the old Adam, but 
it can ‘make him a changed Adam, without 
those excesses of greed and egotism which 
are due to excessive misery and excessive 
power, and can help to make him collabora- 
tive rather than antagonistic in his beha- 
vior to his fellow men. A scientific ap- 
proach to ethics is possible, because we 
have the power—at the present time only 
a potential power—to make men better. 

Such implies one thing, and that is con- 
trol over society. This is the one great 
thing modern man lacks, but it is obtain- 
able if the majority of mankind so wishes,

Barring a miracle, Germany is 
going to be militarily defeated in 
its second bid for world dominion 
as it was militarily defeated in 
its first bid for world dominion. 

If the United Nations continue 
to co-ordinate their military activ- 
ities as they are now doing and if 
they can achieve and maintain a 
similar degree of co-operation in 
their diplomatic activities, Ger- 
many will be defeated so thorough- 
ly that it will not be able to make 
another bid for world dominion for 
at least half a century. 

If, however, the three principal 
~uited Nations— United States, 
Great Britain and Russia—seri- 
. Ously disagree in basic diplomatic 
or military policies and go their 
separate ways, Germany stands an 
excellent chance of escaping the 
worst consequences of military de- 
feat and of reviving its military 
power within a comparatively few 
years for a third attempt to 
achieve world dominion. 

The conferences between Ameri- 
can and British leaders at Quebec 
arid the exchanges between Wash- 
ington, London and Moscow are 
designed to achieve such close and 
continuing collaboration between 
the principal United Nations in 
diplomatic as well as military mat- 
ters that Germany will be deci- 
sively and permanently defeated. 

The Germans appear to draw 
considerable encouragement from 
the fact that Russia is not partic- 
ipating in the Quebec conference 
and that it is again criticising 
Great Britain and the United 
States for failure to attack Ger- 
many in Western Europe by land 
as well as air. 

The Germans also appear to 
hope that the Americans and Brit- 
ish will fall out over the timing 
and the degree of strength em- 
ployed in operations in such wide- 
ly separated theaters as Europe 
and the Pacific. 

Nazis Fighting for Time. 

These hopes of cleavage between 
the Allies apparently sustain the 
German leadership during these 
dark days when bad tidings pour 
in constantly from Russia, Italy, 
the Balkans, the Atlantic and the 
home front. They embolden the 
German high command to squan- 
der troops and war materials with- 
out regard to cost so long as the 
advancing Russian, American and 
British forces can be - temporarily 
delaved. 

Time for the United Nations to 
fall out and for Germany to play 
off one United Nation agafnst an- 
other is what Germany most ar- 
dently strives for these days. 

It is difficult to measure the de- 
gree of collaboration existing be- 
tween the principal United Nations 
and hazardous to speculate as to 
the extent of future collaboration, 
particularly during the post-armis- 
fice period. 


Russia Airs Criticisms. 

Certain utterances by the offi- 
cially controlled Soviet press and 
radio during the last week seem to 
indicate that relations between 
Russia and the United States and 
Great Britain have taken a turn 
for the worse as a result of Rus- 
sian dissatisfaction with our fail- 
ure to attack Germany by land 
operations from the United King- 
dom as well as from Sicily. 

Such criticisms, which were 
made frequently by Soviet spokes- 
men throughout 1942, have not 
been heard for many months. 
Earlier in the summer there were 
frequent Soviet tributes to British- 
American military accomplish- 
ments and references to imminent 
opening of what the Soviets re- 
garded as the only acceptable sort 
of second front. 

The revived Soviet criticisms are 
harder to take now that American 
and British soldiers are fighting 
bitterly and effectively in Sicily 
and armadas of as many as 1000 
American and British bombers cur- 
tail Germany's capacity to fight 
Russia by frequent and devastat- 
ing raids on German and Italian 
war centers than they were last 
year when we could not talk pub- 
licky about our impending African 
operations. 

At first thought it seemed gra- 
tuitous, too, for the Russians to 
broadcast that they. had not re- 
ceived an invitation to the Quebec 
conference and would not send 
even an observer to Quebec when 
everybody knows that the Soviet 
Government would have been in- 
vited to attend had it shown the 
least receptivity to the idea of par- 
ticipating. 

Perhaps these developments and 
others of a similar character 
really signify a definite drawing 
apart from the United States and 
Britain by the Russians. Perhaps 
-the Germans may yet achieve 
their hope of being able to deal 
first with one United Nation and 
then with the others. 

I, however, am not yet prepared 
to accept such an interpretation 
of the recent Russian utterances. 
Against these apparent signs of 
discord I set the report of Victor 
Gordon Lennox, London corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Daily 
News-St. Louis Post-Dispatch For- 
eign Service, that the contacts be- 
tween Russia and the western Al- 


the United Nations. 

lies “have never been closer and 
more cordial than they are to 
day.” 

On the strength of Lennox’s as- 
surance that Stalin has kept 
Prime Minister Churchill fully in- 
formed regarding Russian military 
moves and in turn has been ad- 
vised of and has concurred in Brit- 
ish-American operations against 
Italy it seems desirable to refrain 
from jumping at conclusions re 
garding the long-term significance 
of Soviet press and radio blasts. 

It may prove that Stalin was. 
actually serving our interests as 
well as his own in vociferously 
disclaiming any part in the Que 
bec discussions. Roosevelt and 
Churchill will discuss the war 
against Japan as well as the war 
against Germany and Italy at 


Soviet-Japanese Peace. 

Russia is not a war with Japan 
and does not wish to have to fight 
Japan before Germany has been 
defeated and Russia no longer re- 
quires its total military strength 
on the European front. 

The American and British gov- 
ernments fully approve of this 
Russian policy, keenly appreciat- 
ing that Russia contributes far 
more to victory’ by engaging the 
great majority of the German mil- 
itary strength than it could if part 
of the Russian strength had to be 
used for fighing Japan. 

So long as Germany remains as 
strong as it still is, the United 
States and Great Britain are in 
no position to help Russia defend 
its Far Eastern provinces from 
Japanese attackers who are 
known to be numerically superior 
to the Russian forces in the Far 
East. 

So long as Japan and Russia are 
at peace Japan must keep a large 
part of its best troops immobilized 
on the Russian-Manchurian- fron- 
tier, Those troops cannot be used 
against us or the Chinese. 


Reds Likely to Fight Japan. 

If Germany is defeated I be- 
lieve Russia is certain to wish to 
participate’ in the war against 
Japan. Russia has old scores to 
settle against Japan and would not 
wish to see the fate of Asia de 
cided by victorious American, 
British and Chinese armies with- 
out Russian participation. 

With Russia's aid the United 
States, Britain and China can de- 
feat Japan in a fraction of the time 
that would be required to defeat 
Japan without Russian collabora- 
tion. 

If Russia and Japan do not go 
to war until Russia is ready Rus- 
sia will still be in control of the 
maritime provinces, only a short 
distance from Japan. If Russia 
and Japan go to war while Russia 
must still use most of its strength 
to fight Germany, Japan probably 
will be able to occupy the nearby 
Soviet territory. We and the Rus- 
sians then would have to drive 
the Japanese out of the maritime 
provinces of Russia as well as out 
of many other territories Japan 
now occupies. That, too, would 
prolong the war. 

Much to Gain by Waiting. 

We, too, accordingly, have much 
to gain by not precipitating hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan 
at this stage, which Russian par- 
ticipation in Quebec conceivably 
might do. 

Perhaps it will prove that the 
Moscow , criticisms of American 
and British conduct of the war 
are a part of the war of nerves be- 
ling waged against Germany. Per- 
haps they have some other in- 
spiration., 

Whatever the true explanation 
it is to be hoped that the decisions 
reached at Quebec will strengthen 
rather than weaken the collabora- 
tion between the three major Unit- 
ed Nations and thus deprive the 
Germans of their last hope of es- 
caping defeat. If the Allies main- 
tain their unity and continue to 
collaborate as they have been do- 
ing in recent months, Germany’s 
doom is sealed and Japan’s doom 


will not be greatly postponed, 


SPANISH REPORT 10 ALLIED 
SHIPS SUNK IN MEDITERRANEAN 


MADRID, Aug. 14 (AP), — The 
Cartagena correspondent for Cifra, 
official Spanish loca] news agency, 
reported today that 10 Allied ships 
were sunk and at least two Ger- 
man bombers were shot down in 
an engagement last night off Cape 
Palos northeast of the Spanish 
Mediterranean port of Cartagena. 
(The report lacked confirmation 
from any Allied source.) 

Involved in the aerial-naval bat- 
tle was a United Nations convoy of 
70 ships and 40 German bombers, 
the dispatch said. The types of 
ships reported sunk were not 
specified.

Bares Rabaul to 
2-Way Bombing 


Both MacArthur and 
Halsey Can Send 
Forces Against Big 
Enemy Base.

PACIFIC BASE, Aug. 14. 
HE American forces besieging 
the Japanese garrison at Bair- 
oko Harbor, New Georgia 
Island, were gradually pushing the 
enemy into the sea today. 

The Japanese are facing the 
same choice as in the closing days 
of Guadalcanal. Their decision 
then was to evacuate important 
officers and technicians and leave 
the rank and file to fight to the 
death and so delay the American 
advance as long as possible. 
Regardless of how long Bairoko 
holds out another nail was ham- 
mered into the Japanese coffin 
with the capture of Munda airport 
from the-enemy, officially con- 
firmed a week ago, first anni- 
versary of our ousting the Jap- 
anese from Guadalcanal’s Hender- 
son Field. 

Some may say that Munda is a 
small nail. That may be true, rela- 
tively. New Georgia is a small 
island and remote from Tokyo. 
However, Munda has great strate- 
gic importance because of the im- 
portant role it can play in the near 
future in blasting the Japanese out 
of Rabaul, their strongest bastion 
south of Truk. 

Rabaul Long a Thorn. 

Ever since tne Pacific war 
broke out Rabaul has been a thorn 
in the side of the Allies. Rabaul 
was the main depot in the Japa- 
nese aerial shuttle service. From 
Rabaul the Japanese could send 
planes to harass Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's forces at Buna, 
Milne Bay and Port Moresby. Al- 
ternately the Japanese could swing 
planes around another arc from 
Rabaul to strike at the forces of 
Adm. William F. Halsey Jr. at 
| Russel] Island, Guadalcanal and 
Tulagi. Scores of planes which 
struck southeast one day could re- 
turn for refueling and replace- 
ments and strike southwest next 
day or two. Thus the Japanese 
managed to obtain double duty out 
of their so-called “portable” air 
force. 

On the other hand the Americans 
had to use two separate air forces 
to reach Rabaul. Gen. MacArthur 
could reach it with bombers and 
| fighters, but Adm. Halsey : could 
reach Rabaul only with bombers, 
and bombers without fighter escort 
sometimes are vulnerable. 

With Munda airport in our pos- 
session and being rebuilt by our 
Seabees, the picture is changed 
and turned against the Nipponege, 
for Munda is within fighter range 
of Rabaul. This means we soon 
will be able to send a daily shut- 
tle of fighters and bombers against 
Rabaul from Munda, with Mac 
Arthur’s men doing the same from 
their own bases. Under constant 
two-way bombing Rabaul’s air- 
fields \ can be neutralized and 
blasted out of commission while 
that whole area is’ softened up 
and rendered untenable and unliv- 


able. 
Will Aid Invasion. 

Moreover our extensive aerial 
supremacy around Rabaul should 
make the ultimate ground invasion

Under personal direction of 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, top ranking Al- 
lied air, sea and ground warfare 
experts are gathering to map new 
blows at Axis foes while the en- 
emy still reels from the defeats 
inflicted in Russia, in Sicily and 
on the sea fronts. 

Strategic decisions designed to 
lop months off the duration of the 
war on all fronts are to be ex- 
pected. But they will be disclosed 
only as each new Allied slash de- 
velops. 


Means Available. 

There a¥e several essential fac- 
tors in the war situation that tend 
to reveal in broad outline matters 
which the experts are considering. 
The means to achieve desired stra- 
tegic ends now are available to the 
Allies as never before. 

Mediterranean victories that 
have made Italy in a matter of 
weeks an impotent, tottering war 
paralytic on German hands instead 
of a helpful ally are yet to be ex- 
ploited fully. One of the latest 
tangible clews as to the effect of 
the hammering of Italy is yester- 
day’s Rome announcement that the 
Italian Government had taken 
steps to declare Rome an open city 
without further delay. 

Moreover, there was evidence 
that the Allies were winning in an- 
other phase of the war. Prime 
Minister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt announced jointly that 
90 U-boats had been sunk in May, 
June and July and that new ships 
completed by the Allies in 1043 
“exceed all sinkings from all 
causes by upwards of three mil- 
lion tons.” This development sup- 
plements reopening of the short 
Mediterranean route to the Indian 
Ocean and the Middle East. 

That is a’ matter of supreme 
consequence for the war planners 
gathering in Canada, It vitally 
bears on the time element of what 
they can hope to do by cutting 
weeks off the period otherwise 
necessary to organize and deliver 
new and heavier blows to add to 
Axis misery on any front around 
the world.

Small Allied Ship Torpedoed,

EDICAL SGT. EARL WILLS 
M of Cohoes, N. Y., opened the 
door of a gray Italian villa 
two miles behind the German lines 
and there inside were 17 American 
parachusists and two German sol- 
diers drinking wine and eating 
chow together, served them by an 
Italian civilian, 

All the parachutists and the 
Nazis were armed, but they were 
laughing and having a good time. 
Nobody was shooting at anybody. 
Sgt. Wills stared in utter disbe- 

He had never seen anything 
like that before in four years in 
the Army. 

“Tt happened a few days after 
we landed,” he recalled. “A para- 
troop officer, Lt, Fred Thomas, 
came to our aid station and asked 
if we could come with him to 
treat two wounded Americans and 
a wounded German.” 

Wills and the Lieutenant piled 
into two jeeps with three other 
medics — John Packard, Highland 
Falls, N. Y., William Larson, Story 
City, Ia., and Pvt. Robert Holden 
of Rochester, N. V. With their Red 
Crosa flag flying they drove 


through the lines without srounie | 


‘and turned in at the villa. 


| 


Took Turns Riding. 


“IT didn’t say anything then but 

I couldn’t understand why there 
was no hostile air,” said Wills. 
“There were plenty of tommy guns 
and pistols around but nobody 
seemed interested in using them. 
The Germans and parachutists 
were close to each other and 
the wine. They even took 

turns riding horses around the 


courtyard. 

“But medics see a lot of strange 
things, so we didn’t say anything. 
We patched up the wounded. All 
were litter cases. One of the 
American soldiers had a shattered 
arm. Another had been shot in the 
body. The German had shrapnel 
wounds in his arms, legs and but- 
tocks.” 

When Sgt. Mills started to lead 
the wounded men into the jeeps to 
be faken to an American hospital 
the two Germans came over and 
wept as they bade goodbye to their 
comrade. 

“T told them I’d be glad to take 
them along, too, if they cared to 
come,” said Mills, “but they told 
me they couldn't.” 

“As we started to leave Lt. 
Thomas told us, ‘You know you're 
in hot water?’ I asked him what 
he meant and he said there were 
two German Mark VI Tiger tanks 
outside in an orchard with their 
guns trained on the villa, TI have 
to get their okay before you can 
leave,’ he said.

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Agitators Long Paved the Way 
For Detroit Rioting by Fanning 
Fires of Racial Intolerance 


Appeal to Prejudices by Gerald L. K. Smith, 
the Rev. J. Frank Norris and the 
Klan Continues. |

DETROIT, Aug. 14. — Official 
investigators say Detroit’s bloddy 
race riot of June 20-21 was a4 spon- 
taneous outbreak of racial antag- 
onism. On the other hand, many 
observers contend that it was a 
planned affair. 

Both may be right. 

A survey of the situation indi- 
cates that the riot was not pre- 
meditated in the sense that some 
one fixed June 20 as “The Day” 
and gave rioters the go signal on 
this date. However, there is 
abundant evidence that the ground- 
work for racial clashes had been 
carefully laid over a period of 
many months by individuals 
preaching the doctrine of “A 
Day.” 

In other words, the fabric of a 
big city was saturated with the in- 
flammable quality of racial intol- 
erance. And when inflammable 
materials are subjected to constant 
friction, a conflagration is the 
likely result. 


The gospel of intolerance was 
disseminated in Detroit before the 
riot by Gerald L. K. Smith, the 
Rev. J. Frank Norris and the Ku 
Klux Klan, and the same doctrine 
is being disseminated from the 
game sources today. Of course, 
the klan ostentatiously closed’ its 
Detroit office some time before the 
riot, announcing that the Detroit 
chapter had been dissolved. But 
those in position to know insist 
that the klan is very much alive 
today. 

Smith, head of the “Committee 
of One Million” and one of the 
founders of the America First 
Party, and Norris, Fundamentalist 
Baptist preacher, in their well-at- 
tended mass meetings have made 
a special appea] to the prejudices 
of workers who have swarmed 
into Detroit from the South. 


These are the two outstanding 
“but” boys: “We favor democracy, 
but—Negroes should know their 
place.” 

“The theory of labor unions is 
all right, but—Red leaders shouldn't 
be allowed to advance their com- 
munistic ends.” 


“We're for equal rights, but— 
all things should be viewed with 
common sense.” 

In one of his recent sermons, 
Norris declared: “I’m a friend of 
the Negroes, but—I know how to 
talk to them and they know how 
to talk to me.” 

This sort of-talk, delivered with 
fervent gestures and given the 
force of insistent reiteration, has 
sown the seeds of violence in a 
city where a Negro housing short- 
age, congested transportation fa- 
cilities and inadequate recreational 
facilities have shortened tempers 
and tried patience. 

There has been a deluge of anti- 
Semitic literature in Detroit since 
the June riot, and Smith has been 
quoted as viewing the trouble pri- 
marily as a clash between Negroes 
and Jews, citing the fact that 
many stores owned by Jews were 
looted by mobs. 

Apparently Smith is the only 
one who seriously advances this 
interpretation. 

No Trouble in Plants. 

It is significant that, in indus- 
trial plants where white and Ne- 
gro employes worked side by side, 
there was no trouble during the 
June rioting. Also, in residential 
communities where both whites 
and Negroes lived and got to know 


each other, there were no clashes. 
The violence came in areas where 
roving gangs attacked strangers. 

It is also significant that Negro 
leaders are virtually united in re- 
questing a grand jury investiga- 
tion of the riot. The report of 
the Fact-Finding Committee ap- 
pointed by Gov. Harry F. Kelly— 
known as the Dowling report be- 
cause of the leading part played 
by Wayne County Prosecuting At- 
torney William E. Dowling in its 
preparation—held Negroes largely 
to blame for the riot. 

Denouncing the Dowling re- 
port, the Citizens Committee, com-

posed of white and Negro leaders 
of civic, religious, labor and social 
welfare organizations, has charged 
that the report “whitewashed” po- 
lice inefficiency and bias. The 
committee contended that a firm 
stand against white hoodlums 
would have prevented the riot. It 
also charged that, after rioting 
began, police and State troopers 
pulled no punches against Negroes 
but gave free rein to white hood- 
lums. 

Mayor Edward J. Jeffries, who 
commissioned City Council for 4 
grand jury investigation before 
the Dowling report was made pub- 
lic, expressed his satisfaction with |° 
the report, as did the Governor. 
Whether there will be a grand 
jury investigation remains to be 
seen, but if it materializes, the re- 
sult may be quite a different story 
in placing the blame for the riot. 


Committee’s Contention. 


The Citizens’ Committee charged 
that the main cause of the dis- 
turbance was failure of Mayor 
Jeffries and Police Commissioner 
John E. Witherspoon to take a 
firm stand in preventing violence 
by bringing white hoodlums up 
short. Evidence to support this 
charge certainly would be de- 
manded by any grand jury as- 
signed to investigate the riot. 

The Wayne County prosecutor 
has maintained that the expense 
of a grand jury investigation 
would be unwarranted, inasmuch 
as. such an investigating - body 
would be unable to uncover any 
evidence other than that already 
obtained by the Governor’s Fact- 
Finding Committee, The Dowling 
report itself, while it did not com- 
mit itself in so many words, voiced 
the conviction that no grand jury 
investigation was necessary. 

Some observers believe that the 
Dowling report, far from quieting 
matters, has aggravated the situa- 
tion, on the one hand informing 
whites who took part in the riot- 
ing that they did not start the 
trouble, and on the other hand 
arousing Negro ire by placing the 
principal blame on those who feel 
that they were outraged victims. 


Tension Smoldering. 

The report spoke of inflamma- 
tory statements in Negro news- 
papers circulated in Detfoit, but 
made no reference to inflamma- 
tory statements by such white ora- 
tors as Smith and Norris. Negro 
leaders consider the report most 
unjust, but are appealing to the 
Negro population not to be pro- 
voked into acts of violence. 

Meanwhile, racial tension contin- 
ues to smolder in Detroit, with the 
same sort of “incidents” which 
precipitated the June disturbance 
still occurring. Whether true or 
not in its findings, the Wowling 
report has not corrected any of 
the basic troubles. 

Correction of these troubles to 
prevent future riots certainly is 
the most important job of all,

He said that, after being dropped 
far off their objective on the eve 
of the invasion, he and 17 other 
parachutists had fought and 
marched their way through 50 
miles of enemy territory only to be 
captured two miles short of their 
own lines by the Nazi crews of the 
two tanks hidden in the orchard. 


The tanks, part of a rear-guard 
force, had been disabled in battle 
but their 88 guns and machine guns 
still functioned. Against the threat 
of this firepower, the parachutists 
had to yield or be slaughtered en 
masse. 

A Weird Bargain. 

, Then the Germans proposed a 
weird bargain, a “gentleman’s 
agreement.” They had with them 
two wounded American soldiers 
and their own wounded friend who 
apparently was highly popular with 
the German tank men. Their own 
medical unit had retreated with 
the main body of German troops. 
They offered to let the parachutists 
go if the latter would take the 
wounded German to an American 
first-aid station or hospital. A con- 
dition was that the parachutists 
make no immediate attempt to 
counter-capture the two Nazi crews, 
who wanted to blow up their two 
disabled tanks before retreating. 

It was emphasized that the truce 
was only temporary and that the 
next time they met they would do 
#0 as enemies and try to kill each 
other. 


Agreement Kept. 

Since the offer was obviously to 
their advantage, the parachutists 
readily agreed and the rest were 
held as hostages while the Lieuten- 


ant went to fetch the American Oct. 16.

medics. The agreement went 
through without a hitch. The 
Americans took off in one direc- 
tion and the Nazis, after destroy- 
ing their tanks, fled’ another way. 

“We took it slowly going down 
the road for the first mile during 
which we passed about 18 German 
bodies,” said Wills. “Then we 
really let those jeeps roll and no- 
body tried to stop us. Next day 
we went back and sure enough 
there were the two blown-up 
tanks.” 


The Sergeant and other medics 
told Capt. John Lauten of Glen- 
dale, Cal., who at first didn’t be- 
lieve the story. 


“But I set out to investigate it,” 
he said. “And it turned out to be 
absolutely true. I found the two 
tanks with their turrets and guns 
blown up and I-talked with the 
parachutist Lieutenant, who cor- 
roborated the story. I know the 
story sounds crazy but crazy things 
happen in war.” 

And that’s the story of the peace- 
ful “battlefield bargain” made near 
Niscemi July 12 in an old Italian 
villa while men died in conflict in 
the surrounding fields and hills, a 
“gentlemen’s agreement” which 
both sides observed to the letter.

It was 
conceded by some that Lewis 
might claim chemical workers di- 
rectly associated with mines, but 
not in ordnance plants, for ex- 
ample, where the AFL is organ- 
izing unions.

Report to Convention. 

The Council is engaged in prep- 
aration of its annual report to the 
convention, usually running close 
to 300 pages, aided by economists 
and other research men, Legisla- 
tive reports—whom to back, whom 
to oppose—form part of it.

A tow plane pulls two or even 
three fully loaded gliders, which 
are arranged not in tandem but in 
echelon.

In slang of 
the Air Forces, gliders are known 
as “ponies” and tow planes are 
called ‘t‘ugs.” 

In view of the recent catastro- 
phe at Lambert Field, St. Louis, 
the remark of a responsible officer 
at the Laurinburg-Maxton base 
May seem extravagant.

It seems to be according to 
Hoyle that no one achieves suc- 
cess in after life except the biggest 
dope in the class who ultimately 
ends up as president of the Third 
National Bank, but unfortunately 
for this account, young Stout back 
in the late '80s was quite a student. 
His father, a Noblesville (Ind.) 
Quaker, was superintendent of 
schools at or near Topeka, Kan.; 
his mother was a former teacher, 
and eight brothers and sisters pre- 
ceded him into this world. Thus, 
either because of heredity or en- 
vironment, or both, he developed 
into a precocious child, a condition, 
like income taxes, that can be 
avoided only by death or by wrig- 
gling into a lower bracket. 


Rex chose the latter procedure 


and at the age of 11, after he had 
‘been taken on tour to demonstrate 


his mathematical genius precisely 
as if he had been born with two

Military Regulations

OR just this once I'd like to 

explain a personal problem 

that has been brought into 
focus by a reader of my book 
“Etiquette” who asks why infor- 
mation on military subjects given 
in this column sometimes differs 
from that in my book, 


The answer is that when Con- 
gress passes a measure, or the War 
Department announces a new rule, 
these—when I am asked about 
them—are very easy to note in this 
column which is a flexible medium. 
A bound book—especially one of 
more than half a million words, is 
an inflexible medium even though 
supplements are printed from time 
to time and given by book-sellers 
to their customers who have 
within the last few years bought 
a copy of the book. 

Even so it is unavoidable that 
new regulations are, from time to 
time, noted in this column first. 
Therefore, if you read a statement 
about any military detail that is 
different from that in your copy 
of my book, won’t you please cut 
this detail out and paste it as a 
correction in the.book? 

One such detail, at present, is 
the changed name and status of 
the WAACS, who were the Wom- 
en’s Army Auxiliary Corps, and 
are now the WACS of the Army.

in Sing Sing was a horror that 
could not be endured. She was now 
the motker of two children who 
supposed her.to be a woman of 
high society and their father, Ned 
Lyons, to be a business man. Now 
both Ned.and Sophie were in the 
same prison for the same length of 
time. 


Never, in all her career, had 
Sophie been so determined to turn 
over a new leaf and go straight, 
but never had it been so impossi- 
ble. She and Ned must break the 
law just once more, in order to 
break out of prison before their 
children learned what had hap- 
pened to their parents. The good 
in this strange double personality 
was destined to triumph but not 
until her heart had been broken. 


The tragic moment in her life 
had been when Ned had caught 
that flash of affection between his 
pretty wife and his trusted bank- 
robber assistant, Hambrock. He 
had knocked Hambrock down, and 
just for that Hambrock had be- 
trayed them both. The really curi- 
ous part of it all was, however, 
that Sophie was one of the most 
chaste wives alive—despite all her 
other crookedness, which is anoth- 
er odd sidelight on her so strange- 
ly mixed character.

The matron of Sing Sing was no 
fool, which is the very reason 
Sophie was able to fool her.

Sophie made no protestations at 
first, merely going around in _a 
sort of stunned reticence, until she 
beheld the matron with her two 
children, only a little younger than 
her own.

“From your great experience 
would you think me credulous in 
believing that this erring woman is 
about to change her mode of life?” 

“No, I believe you are right,” 
said the matron, and Sophie did 
make a change, but it was not 
what the matron expected. 

Back in New York City, Red laid 
aside his clerical clothes and man- 
ner and put on those of another 
learned profession. Soon he was 
calling at Sing Sing’s door in the 
guise of an eminent lawyer who 
wished to consult with his client— 
who “happened” to be Ned Lyons’ 
cellmate—regarding an application 
to the Governor for clemency.

Ott the Records

HE shadow of Don Giacomo 
T Petino still falls athwart the 

recording industry and, as 
a result, very few records are be- 
ing issued to the public these days. 
The few that do reach the sales 
counters are from backlogs that 
were built up a year or more ago. 
‘The size of these backlogs di- 
minishes with each passing month 
and the number of monthly issues 
is proportionately reduced, 

Even so we still have with us 
the formidable Leopold Stokowski 
and his All-American orchestra 
which toured the country more 
than a year ago and also spent 
considerable time in the recording 
studios. From that effort we are 
now privileged to hear three tran- 
scriptions for orchestra from the 
rich and copious works of Johann 
Sebastian Bach. 

Mr. Stokowski’s showmanship is 
so dazzling and ig so little affected 
by hard words that one is tempted 
to accept him on his own: terms, 
especially so since the name of 
Stokowski on a record probably 
has a more stimulating effect on 
the public than that of any other 
conductor or, for that matter, of 
any composer, living or dead. 
Through his ministrations, the 
public has heard any amount of 
Bach's music—composed originally 
for the organ — which otherwise 
would have been accessible only to 
a handful of students.

@ MOREOVER, THERE IS A 
certain justification for these par- 
ticular transcriptions, When heard 
in their original form, they un- 
doubtedly filled the auditoriums in 
the churches and chapels where 
Bach presided, A performance of 
a transcription by a modern or- 
chestra does no more than this, 
which makes it possible to say that 
the meaning of the work has not 
nmecessarilly been distorted by an 
expansion of volume,

It is also true that Bach’s mu- 

sical ideas were not wedded to 
the medium of projection. Bach 
himself used many of his tunes 
several times and in various 
forms, which implies that he 
did not regard a particular in- 
strumental color as being ¢s- 
sential to their appropriate ex- 
pression.

@ MR. STOKOWSKI, however, 
does not limit himself to the 
organ works. And what is much 
more important, he accepts no 
limitation whatever, other than 
that imposed by his own volup- 
tuous fancy, in the sort of ex- 
pression he puts into the music. 
One of the three numbers in this 
most recent album (Columbia, 3 
records) is a’*famous Ariose which 
occurs in the church cantata No. 
156 and in one or two other 
places, In the church cantata, it 
is an oboe solo heard against. a 
simple background of ‘strings and 
its character is religious, serene 
and infinitely tender. One need 
not be a student of Bach’s music 
to assign such a character to this 
music. It is unmistakable. 
= * fF 

As directed by Mr. Stokowski, 
however, it is neither religious nor 
serene. It is passionate, sensuous 
and evocative of the sort of 
images that invade the mind 
when listening to the second act 
of Tristan. 

It is not a transcription, which 
implies a restatement of the same 
meaning in different terms, but 
a bawdy mistranslation. 

Much the same may be said of 
the transcription of the E-flat 
minor prelude from the Well- 
Tempered Clavichord, which may 
also be found in this volume, In 
this case, Mr. Stokowski’s justi- 
fication is even slimmer than with 
the organ compositions, for the 
prelude can be played by any 
pianist. 

The third number in the album 
4s the andante sostenuto from 
the Violin Sonata in A Minor. 
Considered merely as ear-filling 
tone, the performance of the or- 
chestra is impressive. 


Puccini: * Third act of “La 
Boheme”—Those who have an 
affection for Puccini’s sugar- 
coated tragedy of life in the 
Paris garrets should finc this 
volume agreeable and exciting. 
The direction by Sir Thomas 
‘Beecham does full justice to the

What more inge- 
nious gift to send to a gourmet 
friend than a package of smal] bot- 
tles containing herb vinegars—tar- 
ragon (of course), the onion and 
garlic mixed, and marjoram and 
thyme in combination, and then 
“your own private mixture,” in 
which you assemble _ tarragon, 
minced onion, hubbin of garlic 
mashed fine, a few whole cloves 
and salt and pepper?

TWO OR THREE six or eight 
ounce bottles, properly tagged, and 
then well packed in a beribboned 
box—and you'll have Christmas 
gifts which will win compliments. 
Then, too, in this day and age, a 
“gift from our own victory gar- 
den, made with our own hands” 
shows added thoughtfulness, 


Incidentally, if you are. possessed 
of more than ordinary ambition, 
make up a hundred or so and talk 
it over with your fancy grocer. 
He'll probably snap them up and 
put them on sale quicker than you 
can say the well-known “scat.” 
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But now to work, and let's 
make some herb vinegar. In the 
garden our set onions have 
grown to real proportions — as 
big as walnuts, \ ith much of the 
green tops still tender and juicy. 

We clean the onions, trimming 
off all the inedible portion of the 
tops and then we chop them up, 
onions and tops, into a fine pulp.

TO A CUP OF THE ONIONS 
and tops we add a nubbin of gar- 
lic which we mash, too. Then a 
tablespoonful of salt and a quar- 
ter tablespoonful of pepper, and 
all this we spoon into a quart 
fruit jar with a good cover. On 
top of the onion mixture we pour 
vinegar — white wine vinegar is 
best, but cider vinegar will do. 


When the jar is full, we give the 
whole thing a stirring, place the 
top carefully and tight—and then 
set the jar in a darkish but warm- 
ish corner of the kitchen. Give it 
a shake once a day. After 10 
days, try a sample when you make 
French dressing. It ought to be 
getting well-flavored. About the 
fourteenth day, strain carefully 
through a fine cloth to make it 
clear. And then bottle and cork 
tight for future use, 
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TARRAGON HAS BEEN accept- 
ed by the American gourmet public 
as the epitome of fine herb vine- 
gar, and it does d@serve a good 
spot. So why not make a few 
jars? Gather the tarragon leaves, 
drop them into a quart jar loosely 
until the jar is about half full and 
then fill the jar with vinegar — 
white wine if possible or cider. In 
two weeks, it is ready to strain and 
bottle,

When the nasturtiums are get-— 
ting a bit tired of performing 
with blossoms, let them call it a 
day, but slip up on them and pick 
all the seed pods and the re- 
maining green leaves and put 
them down (or is it ‘up’) in 
vinegar. The seed pods kept 
separate by placing in a clean 
cloth bag, can be put back into 
the vinegar after the leaves are 
strained out. If you have enough 
pods, you won’t have to buy any 
eapems. 
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DISH OF THE DAY—Through- 
out Europe, each village seems to 
have its own.frugal, peasant soup 
— and very good each one is apt 
to be. Once I found an especially 
good one made without any, meat 
or broth, and it is well worth mak- 
ing today in this country, where 
we are learning about fine food 
made within the rations and 
points. For this soup, take three 
or four carrots, two or three tur- 
nips, an onion and a couple of 
leeks. If you can’t find leeks, 
which are usually scarce here, use 
one more onion. Also have handy 
two medium sized potatoes. For 
seasoning, you will need a bay 
leaf, some parsley and some thyme, 
making an herb ball (like a tea 
ball), using a bay leaf, three or 
four sprigs of parsley and a tea- 
spoonful of fresh chopped or dry 
thyme. Dice all the vegetables 
very small and drain them well. 


Now take a heavy soup pot, 
preferably iron, and in the bottom 
put a quarter cup of olive oil or 
butter. When it is hot, add all 
the vegetables and herbs except 
the potatoes—which hold for later 
use. Stirring often, give the vege- 
tables a light browning and then 
add a quart of boiling water, the 
potatoes and half a cup of broken 
spaghetti. Boil half an hour over 
slow fire, then add a cup of fresh 
cream, stir in with a wooden 
spoon, add salt if needed and serve 
immediately. Toasted French 
bread goes along well,

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Vegetables 


At This Season of Year 


We're all veterans of the garden, 
now that we are swinging into the 
important fall food-growing cam- 
paign. We have weathered some 
pretty serious enemy attacks— 
rainstorms, insects and bad ter- 
rain. From the long list of vege- 
tables in last Sunday’s column, I 
hope you have already made your 
selections for late plantings. Au- 
gust 20 is the last chance for al- 
most all late plantings except win- 
ter radishes, leaf lettuce, spinach 
and mustard, They can be plant- 
ed until the beginning of Septem- 
ber and frost still won’t beat us to 
the pickings. 

Seeds come up amazingly fast at 
this season. I had to take the 
newspaper coverings off my rows 
of Boston head lettuce only two 
days after planting. The kohlrabi 
showed through in three days and 
a week after seeding the celery 
cabbage had its first true leaves. 

Early transplanting of head let- 
tuce, celery cabbage and such, 
gives better promise of good head- 
ing. Transplant the seedlings 
when they are only three or four 
inches tall. With plenty of room 
in the early stages, “heading” is 
stimulated and the chances of 
“bolting to seed” are lowered, 

Don't forget that the vegetables 
we have already eaten from the 
garden rows were, themselves, 
heavy eaters. They did well be- 
cause of all the good nourishment 
they found in the soil, and that’s 
one of the reasons they tasted so 
good too. Be just as thoughtful of 
the late plantings. Use side dress- 
ings of Victory Garden fertilizer 
so that you can be sure of quick, 
big production. 

| W.-2.22 
The “must” list now includes 
getting the onions out of the gar- 
den rows for drying. You may 
need to loosen the soil along the 
rows with a fork to keep from 
bruising the precious onions as 
you pull them up. For drying, lay 
the onions on flats, on the dry 
garage floor or spread them on 
boards up off the damp soil, some- 
where in the shade. Good air cir- 
culation all around them helps the 
onions form a crisp outer covering 
and other “lasting” qualities, Aft- 


er a week or so of the exposed '. 


drying, you will want wide-mesh 


the onions in a cool, dry place. 

Before storing, sort the onions. 
That means, you will separate the 
small ones and the less firm ones. 
Use them first. Don’t be a miser, 
but bring the others up to the 
kitchen in small quantities, as they 
are needed, 
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The Blister Beetles have staged 

a blitzkrieg on many home fronts 
hereabouts, destroying the tomato 
foliage and devouring beet, potato, 
bean and squash leaves, The bee- 
tles are black, grey, or striped 
yellow and black anid vary in size 
from about five-eighths to almost 
an inch long. 
Chemical warfare is no good 
against the Blister Beetles. They 
seem impervious to it, just scam- 
per out of the way as you spray 
or dust. The only effective action 
against them is to take a small 
can or glass, partly fill it with 
water or any kind of oil. Hold 
it in one hand and with the other, 
knock the beetles down into the 
container. A slight disturbance of 
the leaves or a sudden breath of 
wind is often enough to make the 
beetles drop to the ground. Their 
coloring is a pretty good protec- 
tive camouflage at times, but spy 
them out, get them into the con- 
tainer or step on them if they drop 
to the ground. 


Amateur growers of squash, 
melons, and cucumbers still have 
a good deal to learn of the dif- 
ference between “picki them 
young” and “cradle snatching.” 
One gardener was broken-hearted 
because her melons had such a 
cucumber odor; she was sure they 
had, in some way, crossed with 
the cucumbers. Too early pick- 
ing was the real] trouble. She had 
planted a type of muskmelon that 
grows unusually large and is quite 
smooth skinned, even at full ripe- 
ness,

picking when the stems, where it 
attaches to the fruit, rounds out 
to a sort of bump. If you have to 
tear at the stem to break off the 
squash, it’s not picking time.

fore they “plump out,” when they 
are a deep green and not over-size. 
Of course, the right size changes 
with the kind of cucumber you 
planted. You can’t expect the lit- 
tle “burr” or gherkin type to grow 
into a big slicing cucumber. Dif- 
ferent varieties are right for pick- 
ing at different sizes. Look over 
your vines every day now, for with 
plenty of moisture and warm 
weather, the cucumbers seem to 
grow inches overnight. 

Tomato vines are shooting sky- 
wards in some of our gardens now. 
Makes you think there could be 
some truth in the story of Jack's 
Beanstalk! Way above the sup- 
porting stakes, the vines twist up- 
wards until the developing fruits 
weight them down. By pinching 
off the center or “growing” stalk, 
the vines will grow more sturdy 
and be better able to hold the 
ripening fruits. Also, extra high 
stakes at either end of the tomato 
rows, with heavy twine doubled 
around them, make a fine brace for 
the tall growth. 
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The Tomato Horn-worms are 
reaching full size on the vines now. 
Three inches in length and finger 
thickness is average size for these 
bright green caterpillars with light 
colored “V" markings and a dan- 
gerous looking curved horn near 


seem to rear up for attack when 
you touch them but it is a false 
front. Pick them off and squash 
them, wear gloves, if you must. 

Now and then you will notice lit- 
tle white bumps sticking out of the 
back of a caterpillar. That cater- 
pillar has been parasitized by a 
tiny, swift-flying wasp that laid its 
eggs within the caterpillar’s body. 
The grubs hatch and eat 
within the caterpillar. When 
full-size, they work their way out, 
and spin their silky white cocoons. 
After a few days, they emerge, to 
carry on their life cycle by para- 
sitizing other Tomato Horn-wormas.

the first act, everyone in the audience—except the most loyal friends 
of the cast—was shuffling his feet and worrying about the dilute 


air-conditioning. 


“Chauve-Souris,” first produced 
in 1908 by the Moscow Art Theater, 
is actually a series of acts which 
start (with each curtain rise) as 
tableaus. Those who went unpre- 
pared got the impression that they 
were witnessing an overlong over- 
ture, which would soon break into 
something less wooden and pre- 
dictable. But it all ended in the 
same manner, with the inevitable 
Ukraine wedding full of the usual 
bridesmaids, neighbors, friends and 
relatives. 

Act No. 18 (there were 20) pro- 
duced a Russian sailor, Simeon 
Karavaeff, who got some laughs 
as he made fun of American drinks 
which seem no competition for 
vodka to him. And a young wom- 
an with a piquant profile, named 
Vera Pavlovska, «kept turning up 
in almost everything and got good 
hands for her singing. 


The producers of “Chauve- 


‘| Souris” are proud of their claim 


that it has no stars, that every one 
is part of an ensemble. That may 
be a key to what is wrong with it, 
for it is a patchwork of things 
Russian, bringing back familiar 
songs as “DArk Eyes,” “Two Gui- 
tars” and “Katinka.” A patchwork 
with a bit from the classics, folk 
dances from the peasants, ro- 
mances from the drawing rooms 
(Tschaikowsky), a parade of wood- 
en soldiers from a child’s nursery.

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is mastered hy choir singers, fight announcers, sports broad- 
casters, peanut butchers and innumerable other characters who 
have no need of histrionic gifts or training, including some house- 
wives. 

An actor is born with his own face and can do nothing 
about it, aside from bobbing the nose and such minor repairs. 
He is born with his voice, can do something about that, yet can- 
not alter it completely beyond the ranges endowed by nature. 
He is born a certain size and destined to be a certain size. 
And it’s obvious these physical characteristics are prime fac- 
tors in the making of an actor. 

* 

APART FROM THE PURELY PHYSICAL, and more impor- 
tant, are the intellectual and spiritual characteristics that enter 
into the compounding of an actor, which equally are gifts from 
nature. Note, I say “intellectual,” not educational. 

Even the opportunity is often a gift, a prank of fate. There 
are hundreds, even thousands, of good actors who have never 
had an opportunity to utilize their talent. There are many 
thousands more who don’t even know they are born actors 
because they are devoting their histrionic talents to selling real 
estate or peddling shoelaces or wheedling the rationing board 
into a few extra gations. 

I saw the best performance I’ve seen in years while working 
on “Mission to Moscow.” Most film fans have probably never 
even heard of Konstantin Shayne. He’s a Russian, a graduate 
of one of the great Moscow theaters, and in “Mission to Mos- 
cow” he plays Bukharin, one of the principal figures in the 
purge trial. 

In five years in Hollywood, Shayne has had only two roles. 
Both were bits in low-budget pictures. Neither had more than 
three lines of dialogue, Michael Curtiz, directing the picture, 
tested him for a role as a clerk, He gave Shayne the big 
Bukharin speech to read in the test. Then he changed his mind 
about Shayne. Mike gave him the Bukharin role and told me 
he had discovered “the greatest character actor in Hollywood.” 

I agree with Mike. So did everybody else in the “Mission 
to Moscow” troupe. When Shayne finished that scene, every 
soul on the set burst into spontaneous applause. Ambassador 
Davies came up to tell him it was “magnificent.” Curtiz patted 
him on the back. I never saw anything like it on a movie set. 
Every actor in the company and there were about 30 of Holly- 
wood's best character men in this single scene—offered con-

The Tomato—Pride of the Victory Gardener 


ICTORY gardeners in the St. Louis area who planted tomatoes 
in their back yard food plots some weeks ago and were patient 
enough with nature to keep sprinkling and tending the plants 

during the recent rainless hot spells are now cashing in on their in- 
dustry and patience. The tables of the gardeners are heavy with this 
fruit that eats and digests like a vegetable; tomatoes are also being 
canned in some quantity for home use in the fall and winter months 


ahead. As a matter of fact, according to a number of victory gar- 
deners who now claim expertness on the i tomatoes have been 
practically the one “vegetable” they have planted that's proved “‘re- 
liable’ and that they’ve cashed in on to the maximum of expectations 
and hopes. The “Love Apple,’’ as the tomato was known for a long 
time prior to its arrival in North America as a gift from our South 
American neighbors, is reported more amiable and adaptable than 


most vegetables. Like Topsy it “just grows’’—granting, of course, that 
it is given a tomato’s chance, being correctly planted, gprinkled in the 
absence of rains, sheared for suckers and sprayed occasionally for 
bugs. Planted in June, growing time here for tomatoes was about 45 
days, and gardeners have been picking the fruit off the vine every 
day for the last three weeks. ‘Fine and solid stuff,” they say, of their 
produce, “with special flavor you can’t get in the store-bought article.”
